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OUR ARMY LEGISLATION. 
gone fer the appropriations, the bulk of this 
year’s Army legislation centres and pivots at a 
single point: what to do with the officers await- 
ing orders. 

It is needless for us to review the process by 
which the body of surplus officers became so un- 
expectedly large. We all know that whereas it 
was expected last year that the reduction of the 
Army would be not only more gradual than it has 
‘been, but more proportionate between officers and 
men, in reality the expiration of so many terms of 
enlistment, with the prohibition to fill up by re- 
cruiting, and the forced consolidation which fol- 
lowed, threw a great body of officers temporarily 
outof their places. The question now comes, how 
best to avail ourselves of the services of these 
officers, until the organization of the Army shall 
readjust itself. 

Of the various bills introduced into Congress on 
the present subject, that prepared at Headquarters 
seems tous the wisest and the most desirable; but 
all the bills centain good points, and we conceive 
it to be easily possible to so put them together as 
to frame one which shall satisfy all grades of 
opinion, and perhaps do substantial justice. 

The first measure of importance is, of course, 
the addition of two companies and a major to the 
infantry regiments. Now, were there no surplus- 
‘age of officers to provide for, this change would be 
extremely desirable in itself. We repeat, thatif 
there were no question of reorganization to con- 
sider, and no unemployed officers in the field, it 
would nevertheless be desirable to consolidate the 
infantry regiments in the way now proposed. For 
ourselves, we have always looked with favor on 
the twelve-company organization, nor have we 
ever admitted the full strength of the claims made 
for a diversity in this respect between the three 
arms. That this organization is best for the cay- 
alry and artillery, has never been questioned; 
and unless some good reason for the discrimina- 
tion now made against the infantry be shown, the 
latter should enjoy the same organization. 

The bill introduced into the House by Mr. Lo- 
GAN provides that all regiments in the Army shall 
have the same organization, namely: one colonel, 
ong lieutenant-colonel, and two majors; with 
twelve companies, each containing one captain, 
two first lieutenants, one second lieutenant, one 
first sergeant, four sergeants, four corporals, two 
musicians, two artificers, farriers, or saddlers, and 
seventy-five privates. Of course there will be a 
cry from the self-styled economists that this is an 
increase of the Army. In any just sense, it is not 
an increase. This bill does not prescribe how many 

regiments the Army shall consist of. It may con- 
sistof 10 or 100 under this organization. An in- 





crease implies either an increase of officers or of 
men. There is no increase of men, as we have 
said, because that depends on an entirely different 
matter, namely, the number of the regiments, and 
their being kept full by recruiting. It does not 
increase the number of officers, because it will only 
assign to duty officers already awaiting orders. 

On the other hand, it will give uniformity and 
efficiency of organization, and it will afford one 
special advantage, which we will now proceed to 
speak of. Inthe frontier and coastwise duties as- 
signed to our Army, the problem has been, if we 
may use a trivial metaphor, to cover a very large 
bed with a very small blanket—to furnish a great 
many garrisons out of ascanty force. The conse- 
quence is, that the posts which contain‘above six 
or eight companies of any regiment are rare. We 
more commonly find two-company and four-com- 
pany posts, and sometimes a single company or 
half a company taking charge of a post. It is 
evident, therefore, that, in the first place, the great 
need, in so small an Army and so large a country, 
is commissioned officers sufficient to take charge 
of many posts; and, in the next place, such an 
organization as to secure the largest number of 
companies available in any regimental organiza- 
tion. For example, with twelve companies, the 
same regiment can garrison six two-company posts 
instead of five; and yetits field has not been in- 
creased,’except by the addition of a major. More- 
over, in the bill referred to, it is proposed that 
hereafter no appointments shall be made of extra 
lieutenants in any regiment whatever, but that 
adjutants, quartermasters, and commissaries shall 
be detailed from among the first lieutenants. The 
bill wiil also take a major from each regiment of 
cavalry and each regiment of artillery. 

We come next tothe matter of the retired list. 
We suppose it to be conceded that the recommenda- 
tion of General SHermAN for the enlargement of 
this list will be followed. It is manifestly unjust 
that the act of 1861, limiting the list to seven per 
cent. of the whole number of existing officers, 
should still remain in force. The question for 
Congressmen to consideris this: Have the wounds 
decreased? Have the disabilities decreased? 
They certainly have not. On the contrary, those 
who have been most tempted to resign are perhaps 
those who have been least wounded or worn in the 
service, and hence are freshest for trying the race 
of life in another direction. Other things being 
equal, we say, the youngest officers are tempted to 
gofirst out of service,and hence those who are fair 
candidates for the retired list will remain just as 
numerous, while the percentage has been reduced. 
The number on the retired list ought not to be 
fixed at a percentage, because we are constantly 
enlarging andcontracting the Army. It should be 
fixed at a definite number, or rather the maximum 
should be fixed, the approach to which should be 
left to the discretion of the President. The num- 
ber suggested in the various bills introduced is 
250. We should think it justifiable to put this num- 
ber at 300, and trust that General Grant has dis- 
cretion enough not to fill out that number unless 
justice demands. 

Let any of our readers now take his pencil and 
figure up, with these new arrangements, how 
many Officers remain, and he will see that there is 
no pressing need for hurry regarding the muster 
out of officers. However, when it comes to reduc- 





tion, it is evident that those who are willing or 
anxious §to be mustered out ought to go first. 
Now we suspect that the terms offered for reduc- 


tion will attract some of those who are least dis-— 


posed to stand or fall with the Army and to pursue 
the profession of arms. Most of the proposed bills 
provide for furnishing one year’s pay and allow- 
ances to the officers mustered out, and Mr. W11- 
son’s bill, which graduates this extra payment ac- 
cording to length of service, even up to one year 
and a half and two years, is conceived in a gener- 
ous spirit. 

Itis a pungent comment on the pecuniary con- 
dition of the service that some of our correspon- 
dents (as, for example, “A. O.” in a previous 
JOURNAL) catch at the relief proposed by Senator 
WILson as a drowning man catches at a straw. 
“A.O.” tells us that, afterten years’ service, he 
has not gathered enough to live upon three months 
in advance, and that he could name 200 officers 
similarly situated. Itis idle to ask such officers 
“to serve without pay,” and ungrateful and un- 
just to compel them to resign without pay in ad- 
vance. ‘‘ With the aid Senator Wi1Lson proposes,” 
says this correspondent, ‘‘ I think I can contrive 
to establish myself in some business which will 
give me a permanent support.” 

We believe that, with the measures justspoken 
of, the problem in question would be substantially 
solved, or so far, at least, that Congress would be 
justified in resting on its oars, taking afbreathing- 
spell, and awaiting the developments of another 
year. For, when it comes to compulsory muster 
out of officers whose only crime is that they have 
so faithfully served their country that it is now 
too secure to need their services longer, the in- 
gratitude and folly of the scheme are alike repul- 
sive. But, in any case, let no more random slash- 
ing be indulged in, under the guise of Army legis- 
lation. Ifit be considered necessary to reduce 
the number of officers by mustering them out of 
their profession, at least let a competent board be 
appointed who shall consider fairly, impartially, 
and intelligently what the good of the service de- 
mands. At least let the opportunity be im- 
proved to weed out of the Army those few officers 
who accepted its duties hastily, or without proper 
appreciation of its demands and their abilities‘to 
perform, and who have since done credit neither 
to it nor themselves, nor are likely to doso in fu- 


re. 
ee board of general officers, appointed at the 
War Office, to recommend officers for retention in 
the service on positive grounds of past services, 
efficiency, capability, orjpromise, would at least se- 
cure to the Army what is most valuable in the ser- 
vice, and avoid much of the injustice otherwise 
necessary. In fact,to consider the mere fact of an 
officer’s “‘ awaiting orders ” without his own wish, 
and very likely against it, as a crime to be punish- 
ed by dismissal, shocks our ideas of justice. To 
anybody at all conversant with the way in which 


consolidations have been effected and officers re- 
duced to awaiting orders, the necessity for a thor- 
ough revision of all cases from the outset will 
be manifest. The board would recommend of- 
ficers for transfer and appointment to vacancies 
now existing, or which may exist in the gat be | 
out of the measures already discussed. It woul 
only remain to discharge those not found worthy 
to be recommended. But we believe that there 
would already have been depletion enough among 
the officers awaiting orders to avoid the neces- 
sity of much compulsory muster out.

BEFORE a General Court-martial convened at Fort Mc- 
Henry, Md., of which Brevet Brigadier-General Henry 
D. Wallen, lieutenant-colonel U. 8. Army, unattached, 
is president, was arraigned and tried Brevet Captain 
J. B. Hazelton, first lieutenant Fourth U. 8. Artillery, on 
charges of “conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle 
man,” and “conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline.” The accused pleaded “Not guilty” 
to charges and specifications,and was found “ Not guil- 
ty” on all and acquitted. 

Brevet Major-General McDowell, reviewing the case, 
approves the findings as to specifications first and second, 
charge first. Headds: “ As to specifications third and 
fourth—alleging that the accused made use of a certain 
low and filthy expression to the officer of the guard, in 
the officer of the guard’s room—it seems from the evi- 
dence of Brevet Captain Dixon, who was present on the 
occasion, and whose testimony is unimpeached, that the 
accused did use the language charged in the third 
specification, only that it was said not in answer to his 
being ordered to leave the room, but in answer to the re- 
mark that he (the officer of the guard) would prefer 
charges against him ; and that he did use it as charged 
in the fourth specification, only that he said also, ‘ cer- 
tainly, sir.’ © 

“The accused, in hisdefence, admits having used the 
expression, but justifies himself by the conduct toward 
him of the officer of the guard. If the court thought 
the offence consisted in the use ofthe expression in the 
particular connection alleged, and that this particular 
connection was not proved (which would seem to be the 
case, since the language was proved and admitted to 
have been used), it should have been governed by the 
rules laid down in Holt’s Digest, pages 170 ann 182. 
And if the facts as thus found did not, in its judgment, 
warrant a conviction under the article as charged, it 
should have considered if they did not under the 99th. 
(See Holt’s Digest, page 180, paragraph 17.) But it is, 
certainly, of comparatively little moment in which of 
the particular connections this language was uttered, 
and of as little what the provocation was that is 
claimed to have justified it, or what the character of 
him to whom it was used. These are all extraneous to 
the real offence, which wasthe use, to an officer on duty, 
of a coarse, dirty expression, heard only in the lowest 
level of society, and this by a commissioned officer of 
the Army—a body to whom is generally and justly as- 
cribed a degree of refinement and culture utterly in- 
consistent with the use of such language under any 
circumstances whatever. Anofficer might plead prov- 
ocation as an excuse or palliation for violence, but never 
for vulgarity ; and bad as is insubordination, it is less 
discreditable than indecency. The findings, therefore, 
of the Court, under the third and fourth specifications, 
are not approved. Subject to the foregoing, the pro- 
ceedings and findings are approved, and Brevet Captain 
Hazelton will be released from arrest and will resume 
his sword.”

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MR. LOGAN’S ARMY BILL. 


Tue following is the bill introduced in the House of 
Representatives on the 13th, by Mr. Logan: 


A BILL. to reduce the Army of the United States and to 
fix the pay thereof. 

Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress assem- 
bled, ‘That the Secretary ot War be, and is hereby, au- 
thorized und directed to assemble a board of three gen- 
eral officers of the Army, whose duty it shall be to ex- 
amine fully into the qualifications and general fitness 
of ali officers of the Army who may be supernumerary, 
in excess of organization, or awaiting orders, whether of 
artillery, cavalry, or infantry; and upon such exami- 
pation, to recommend for transfer or appointment to 
vacancies in the regiments of artillery, cavalry, or in- 
fantry such of the number as the board may decide to 
be best fitted, as well as, in view of previous active ser- 
vice and continuing willingness to do duty, entitled to 
fill the same ; and to report such recommendations when 
so determined upon to the President. And the Presi- 
dent, provided he shali approve said report, is hereby 
authorized to make and order such transfers, and, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, to make 
such appointments as he shall deem proper, of the offi- 
cers so recommended, to vacancies then existing, or 
which may occur within the space of six months there- 
after. And all of the said officers who shall not be so 
recommended by said board for transfer or appointment, 
shall, from and after the approval of said report by the 
President, be separated from and cease to be officers of 
the Army of the United States. And also all ollicers 
whose naies are in the list so recommended by said 
board, who shall not be transferred or appointed as 
aforesaid, by the President, within said space of six 
months, shall in like manner be separated from and 
cease to be officers of the Army of the United States: 
Provided, That from and after the passage of this act 
and until the end of said term of six months, no trans- 
fers or appointments shall be made except from the list 
so recommended to the President by said board. 

Suc. 2. And be it further enacted, That all officers 
who may be mustered out of service by the provisions 
of this act, shall be entitled to one year’s pay and allow- 
ances, from the date they are so mustered out. 

Src. 3. And be it further enacted, That the proviso 
of the sixteenth section of the act approved August 
third, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, limiting the 
number ot officers on the retired list of the Army to 
seven per centum of the whole number of existing officers, 
be, and the same is hereby, repealed. And hereafter the 
number of officers who may legally be retired in accord- 
ance with existing laws, shall be in the discretion of the 
President: Provided, ‘That the whole number retired 
shall at no time exceed two hundred and fifty. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That no officer up- 
on the retired list shall hereafter be assigned to duty ; 
and that all such assignments which have been here- 
tofore made shall terminate with the passage of this act. 

Src. 5. And beit further enacted, That the offices of 
general and lieutenant-general of the Army shall con- 
tinue until a vacancy shall occur in the same, and no 
pa ert and when such vacancy shall occur in either of 
said offices, immediately thereupon all Jaws and parts of 
laws creating said office shall become inoperative, and 
shall by virtue of this act from thenceforward be, and be 
construed as, repealed. 

Src. 6. And be it further enacted, That from and 
after the passage of this act, the brevet rank in the 
Army of the United States shall be abolished ; and that 
hereafter no officer shall assume the title or wear the 
uniform of a rank other than that of the grade actually 
held by him. 

Src. 7. And be it further enacted, That the pay of 
the officers of the Army shall be as follows: the pay of 
the general shall be fifteen thousand dollars a year; 
lieutenant-general shall be ten thousand dollars a year ; 
the pay of major-general shall be seven thousand dol- 
lars ; the pay of brigadier-general shall be five thousand 
dollars ; the pay of colonel shall be three thousand five 
hundred dollars; the pay of lieutenant-colonel shall be 
two thousand seven hun¢red and fifty dollars; the pay 
of major shall be two thousand five hundred dollars ; 
the pay of captain, mounted, shall be two thousand dol- 
lars ; the pay of en. not mounfed, shall be eighteen 
hundred dollars ; the pay of adjutant shall be eighteen 
hundred dollars; the pay of regimental quartermaster 
shall be eighteen hundred dollars; the pay of first lieu- 
tenant, mounted, shall be sixteen hundred dollars ; the 
pay of first lieutenant, not mounted, shall be fifteen 

undred dollars ; the pay of second lieutenant, mounted, 
shall be fifteen hundred dollars; the pay of second lieu- 
tenant, not mounted, shall be fourteen hundred dollars ; 
the pay of chaplain shall be twelve hundred dollars ; 
the pay of aide-de-camp to major-general shall be two 
hun dollars per annum in addition to pay of his 
rank ; the pay of aide-de-camp to brigadier-general shall 
be one hundred and fifty dollars per annum in addition 
to pay of his rank ; the pay of acting assistant commis- 
sary shall be one hundred dollars in addition to pay of 
his rank ; and these sums shall be in full of all com- 
mutation of quarters, fuel, forage, servants’ wages and 
clothing, longevity rations, and all allowances of every 
name and nature whatever, and shall be paid monthly 
by the paymaster: Provided, That when any officer 
shall travel under orders, and shall not be furnished 
transportation by the Quartermaster’s Department, or 
on a conveyance belonging to or chartered by the 
United States, he shall be allowed ten cents per mile, 
and no more, for each mile actually by him travelled 
under such order, distances to be calculated according 
to the nearest post routes; and no payment shall be 
made to any officer except by a paymaster of the Army. 
Officers retired from active service shall receive seventy- 
five per centum of the pay given by this act to the high- 
est regimental or staff rank held by such officers at the 
time of retirement. 

Sec. 8. All laws or parts of laws inconsistent with 


any of the foregoing provisions, are hereby repealed. 





On the same day Mr. Logan introduced another bill, 
embodying the provisions advised by the War Depart- 
ment, as follows: 

A BILL to reduce the Army of United States, and for 
other p 8. 

Beit enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the U vited States of America in Congress assembled, 
That hereaiter all the regiments of the Army, alike of 
artillery, cavalry, and infantry, shall have the same or- 
ganization and number of field officers, viz., one colo- 
nel, one lieutenant-colonel, and two majors. And said 
regimenis shall each consist of twelve companies, which 
companies shall have each one captain, two first 
lienterants, one 3econd lieutenant, one first sergeant, 
four sergeants, four corporals, two musicians, two arti- 
ficers, farriers, or saddlers, and seventy-five privates. 
And hereafter no appointments shall be made of extra 
lieutenants in any of said regiments ; but the adjutants, 
quartermasters, and commissaries shall be detailed from 
the first lieutenants of said regiments as organized in 
accordance with this section. And there shall be one 
veterinary surgeon to each regiment of cavalry, and 
one chavlain to each regiment of artillery, cavalry, and 
infantry, and the office of post chaplain is hereby abol- 
ished. 

Src.2. And be it further enacted, That of the present 
lieutenants of regiments, including extra lieutenants, 
and of the present majors of the regiments of artillery 
and cavalry, the Secretary of War is hereby authorized 
and directed to select and designate certain officers, of 
the proper number, to remain and form a part of their 
respective regimental organizations as established by 
the preceding section. And those not so selected shall 
be held and considered as in excess of organization and 
supernumerary, and shall be placed on the list of of- 
ficers awaiting orders, subject to transfer, appointment, 
or separation from the Army as provided in the succeed- 
ing section of this act. 

Sec. 3. And beit further enacted, That when and as 
soon as the directionsof the preceding section shall be 
complied with by him, the Secretary of War be, and he 
is hereby authorized [ We omit the balance of this section, 
as it is precisely the same with section one of the preced- 
ing bill. Editor Journat.| 

sec. 4. [Same as section 3 of preceding bill.| 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That the sixth sec- 
tion of the act approved March third, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-nine, prohibiting new appointments and pro- 
motions in certain staff corps and departments of the 
Army, be, and the same is hereby, repealed. 

Src. 6. And be it further enacted, That the proviso of 
the second section of theact approved March second, 
eighteen hundred and twenty-seven, prohibiting the 
payment to certain subaltern officers on staff duty of 
the additional ration provided for in the first section of 
said act, be, and the same hereby is, repealed. And here- 
after aJl subalterns acting as assistant commissaries of 
subsistence or as aseistant quartermasters at posts, shall 
receive ten dollars additional pay per month where the 
garrison of the post consists of two companies or less, 
and twenty dollars additicenal pay per month where 
the garrison consists of more than two companies. 








MR. ABBOTT’S ARMY BILL. 


Mr. Abbott’s bill to increase the efficiency of the Ar- 
my, introduced in the Senate January 18th, is as fol- 
lows : 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress assem- 
bled, That the twenty-five regiments of infantry now ex- 
isting, shall have the same organization as is now pre- 
scribed by law for regiments of cavalry and artillery: 
Provided, That each company shall have not less than 
fifty, nor more than one hundred privates. 

Src. 2. And be it further enacted, That until all the 
unattached officers of infantry are assigned to regiments, 
no promotions or appointments be made in the infantry 
ofthe Army. That officers on waiting orders receive no 
pay until assigned to zome regiment, or placed on some 
appropriate duty, as is now allowed by law. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the President 
of the United States may place on the retired list of the 
Army, on his own application, any commissioned offi- 
cer of the Army, who from long and faithful service, 
from wounds or injury received in the line of duty, from 
sickness or exposure therein, or from any other incident 
of the service, is incapacitated for active service ; and 
that the officers who may be retired by virtue of this 
act, shall be entitled to the same pay and emoluments 
as are now allowed, or may hereafter be allowed to offi- 
cers retired from active service: Provided, That not 
more than five per centum of the whole number of offi- 
cers of the Army, as now fixed by law, in addition to the 
number now allowed to be retired by existing laws, 
shall be retired by this act. 

Src. 4. And be it further enacted, That officers ap- 
pointed in the Army in accordance with the act of July 
28, 1866, shallin all cases when appointed to fill original 
vacancies, take rank from the date of the passage of said 
act. 

Src. 5. And be it further enacted, That the commuta- 
tion price of officers’ rations, including the rations al- 
lowed them for private servants, shall be fifty cents per 
ration. 

Src. 6. And be it further enacted, That the acts of 
Congress of July 5, 1838, and March 30, 1868, shall not 
apply to officers on the retired list of the Army. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That the Secretary 
of War be, and he is hereby authorized to honorably 
discharge from the service of the United States any 
officer of the Army who may apply therefor, and that 
officers discharged under the provisions of this act shall 
be entitled to receive, in addition to the pay and allow- 
ances due them at the date of their discharge, as fol- 
lows: officers who have served more than ten years, 


two years’ pay and allowances ; officers who have served | yard 


more than five and less than ten years, one and one-half 
year’s pay and allowances ; officers who have served less 
than five years, one year’s pay and allowances.

VARIOUS NAVAL MATTERS. 


UNITED STATES steamer Richmond was at Barcelona 
December 25th—all well on board. 

THE U. S. steamer Shurbrick, Commodore Rodgers, 
left San Francisco, January 7th, on a cruise. 

THE first-class screw steamer Colorado recently fitted 
out at the New York Navy-yard, will sail from thence 
about the 1st of March for the Asiatic squadron, of 
which she will be the flag ship, relieving the Delaware. 
Rear-Admiral John Rodgers, recently in command of the 
Boston Navy-yard, will go out in the Colorado, and take 
command of the fleet, relieving Admiral Rowan, the 
present commander. 

THE Alaska has sailed this week on atrial trip for a 
week or ten days accompanied by Assistant Naval Con- 
structor Poole, and three assistant engineers attached to 
the Boston Navy-yard, for the purpose of making an offi 
cial report as regards the sailing qualities of the Alaska. 
After the trial trip is ended the Alaska will proceed to 
New York, and will not return to Boston. She will join 
the first-class screw steamer Colorado (flagship) and 
the screw steamer Benicia, when they will sail to re- 
lieve the naval vessels now doing duty on the Asiatic 
Station. 

On Friday morning the 14th inst., while the seamen 
on board of the screw steamer Alaska at the Boston Na- 
vy-yard were exercising, crossing, and sending down 
the top-gallant yard, an eye-bolt in the deck to 
which a leading block is hooked for the purpose of 
leading the yard rope along the deck, to enable the 
men to walk away without stopping, unfortunately was 
not well secured, the seamen not being well posted at 
such exercises, and it being a cold morning. Conse- 
quently, as the main top-gallant yard was being 
lowered on deck, the bolt drew from its socket, and the 
yard went by the ruu. One seaman was slightly in- 
jured, and a marine had a narrow escape of being killed. 


Ir is definitely settled that Vice-Admiral Porter has 
accorded his permission to the crew of midshipmen at 
Annapolis, who were challenged by the Harvard crew, 
to row a four-mile race next summer for the American 
championship. The terms of the race will be similar 
to those which ruled in the Oxford contest. Both boats 
will have coxswains, and the course will not be less 
than four miles. It is not yet definitely determined 
when the race willtake place, but no doubt it will occur 
either at West Point or Annapolis. Thecrew of Annap- 
olis midshipmen are all young men o/ great endurance, 
and, having been subjected to the wear and tear of sea- 
life, are regarded as formidable opponents in the-con- 
test. Heavy wagers are expected to be made on this 
great contest, but as yet nothing definiteJis known 
showing which way the odds are likely to stand. 


THE following is embraced in a letter recently re 


ceived at the Navy Department from Lieutenant-Com- . 


mander Weld N. Allen, commanding the U. 8. steamer 
Swatara, just arrived at the port of New York: “I have 

the honor to report the arrival of this vessel at this 
port, twenty-one days from Asp‘nwall. I have on board 
a draft of twenty-four men from the Zesaca. On the 
9th instant, in latitude 34 deg. 38 min. north, longitude 
72 deg. 31 min. west, fell in with a wrecked schooner 
of about fifty tons. She had ‘Cherryfield’ in white 
letters on the part of her stern which was above water. 

I put three skot holes in her bottom to sink her, to pre- 
vent vessels from running into her at night. Having 
had a succession of northwesters since arriving on the 
coast, and being short-handed, I deemed it prudent torun 
in under steam before getting another blow, the extra 
amount of coal consumed for that purpose being about 
twenty tons. Since leaving this port, on the 27th of 
November, 1869, this ship has made four thousand two 
hundred and forty-eight miles under sail alone. [I left 
at Aspinwall the Zwuscarora, Commander Queen, all 
well.” 

CoMMODORE Thomas O. Selfridge has addressed the 
following letter to the Boston Advertiser in regard to 
the Darien expedition, dated U. 8. 8S. WVipsic, New York, 
Jan 17,1870 : My attention has been called an article in 
your issue of Jan. 13, signed “Mercator.” Like a true 
patriot, “ Mercator” growls that the Government sends 
out a costly expedition when all the routes have been 
surveyed, “Mercator” and your readers may be pleased 
to know that this expedition will not cost what Congress 
has appropriated for the purpose, $40,000, an amount 
insignificantly small compared with the greatness of 
the object in view. I am not aware that all routes 
have been surveyed, and if “ Mercator’ can inform us of 
a single line af levels that have ever been. run across 
the Isthmus between the Panama Railroad and the 
Atrato, he will confer a favor upon the Government and 
upon Your obedient servant,

MR. STEVENS’S NAVY BILL.

THE following is the bill introduced in the House of 


Representatives by Mr. Stevens, January 10, and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Naval Affairs : 


A BIL to provide an advisory board and to regulate 
rank in the Navy of the United States, and for other 
purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represent1- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress assem- 
bled, That the Secretary of the Navy shall have authori- 
ty, from time to time, as he may deem proper, to detail 
from the officers of the Navy, or chiefs of bureaus of the 
Navy Department, a board of experts, consisting of 
three, whose duty it shall be, under the instructions of 
said Secretary, to examine all plans and specifications 
for the construction, equipment, armament, and repair 
of all vessels of war, and to present their opinions in 
writing thereon to the Secretary for his information and 
consideration ; to examine the allowance book of the 


complement of men and equipments of vessels of the 
Navy, and to recommend such alterations thereof to said 
Secretary as to them may seem expedient. And no 
money shall be expended in the construction of any ves- 
sel of war, and no contract made for the construction or 
equipment of such vessel, without the assent and ‘author- 
ity of the Secretary of the Navy being thereto first 
given. 

Src. 2. And be it further enacted, That the reports, 
suggestions, and recommendations of commanding ofii- 
cers afloat, which may hereafter be made under the pro- 
visions of law, the regulations of the Navy in instruc- 
tions from the department, respecting the performance, 
equipment, armament, rig, storage, steering qualities, 
and accommodations of the vessels under their respec- 
tive commands, shall be submitted by the Secretary to 
such board, when organized, for their examination and 
report thereon. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the Secretary 
of the Navy may, at his discretion, order such board to 
make a personal examination and inspection of each 
navy-yard, station, depot, arsenal, and hospital, under 
the charge and control of the Navy Department ; to in- 
quire into the regulations established for the government 
thereof and the discipline maintained ; to inspect each 
department therein, the manner of keeping the books 
and accounts; to inspect the public works, docks, 
wharves, buildings, and vessels, at each of said yards, 
depots, stations, arsenals, and hospitals, and to make full 
reports of their examinations, together with their recom- 
mendations, to said Secretary. 

Src. 4. And be it further enacted, That the Secretary 
of the Navy may detail an officer of the Navy to act as 
secPetary of such board ; and nothing hereinbefore con- 
tained shall be construed to deprive the Secretary of the 
Navy of any power or authority now possessed by or 
conferred upon him by the provisions of existing laws. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That no promotion 
to the grade of lieutenant-commander shall Be made on 
the active list of the line of the Navy until the number 
of said grade therein shall be reduced below eighty, 
which shall thereafter constitute the number of said 
grade. And when the number of lieutenant-comman- 
ders in the line shall have been so reduced, seciion five 
of the act to define and regulate the appointment of of- 
ficers in the Navy, and for other purposes, approved 
July 25, 1866, shall stand repealed. And as the number 
of said grade is reduced, the number of lieutenants in 
the line shall be increased by promotion until fhe num- 
ber of said grade of lieutenants on the active list of the 
line shall be , which shall thereafter be the num- 
ber of said last-named grade. 

Src. 6. And be it further enacted, That the number of 
masters and ensigns in the line of the Navy is hereby 
fixed and established at in each grade; and en- 
signs shall hereafter be steerage officers, unless as- 
signed to duty as watch and division officers. And 
nothing in this act contained shall be so construed as to 
reduce the rank or vacate the commission of any officer 
in the naval service, except as is hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That commanding 
officers shall take precedence of all staff officers under 
their command, and no staff officer shall, in virtue of his 
rank, exercise command or authority in the line of the 
Navy, or in any staff corps or department thereof, ex- 
cept the corps or department to which he belongs; and 
in processions on shore, on couri.-martial, summary 
courts, courts of inquiry, boards of survey, and all other 
boards, line and staff officers shall take precedence ac- 
cording to rank. 

SEc. 8. And be it further enacted, That staff officers on 
the retired list who have served move than thirty-five 
years in the Navy, and wko are or may hereafter be re- 
tired as surgeons, paymasters, or chief eagineers, shall 
hereafter be entitled to the pay of commodore on the re- 
tired list of the Navy ; and promotion in the staff corps 
of the Navy shall be in the order of official seniority af- 
ter examination as now prescribed by law. 


MEDICAL STAFF, 


Src. 9. And be it further enacted, That the officers of 
the medical corps on the active list of the Navy shall 
be as follows: T'weaty medical directors, who shall have 
the rank of captain; twenty medical inspectors, who 
shall have the rank of commander ; and forty surgeons, 
who shall have the rank of lieutenant-commander ; and 
each and all of the above-named office; of the medical 
corps shall have the pay and emolume™ * of surgeons in 
the Navy, as now provided ; one hundred assistant sur- 
geons, who shall have the rank of master, with the pres- 
ent pay and emoluments of assistant surgeon in the 
Navy: Provided, That assistant surgeons of three years’ 
service, who have been found qualified for promotion by 
a medical board of examiners, shall have the rank of 
lieutenant, with the pay and emoluments of passed as- 
sistant surgeons, as now provided. 

Src. 10. And be it further enacted, That no person un- 
der twenty-one, or over twenty-six years of age, shall 
hereafter be appointed an assistant surgeon in the Navy. 


PAY CORPS. 


Src. 11. And be tt further enacted, That the officers of 
the pay corps on the active list of the Navy shall be as 
follows : Fifteen pay directors, who shall have the rank 
of captain ; twenty pay inspectors, who shall have the 
rank of commander; and forty-five paymasters, who 
shall have the rank of lieutenant-commander ; and each 
and all of the above-named oificers of the pay corps 
shall have the pay and emoluinents of paymasters in 
the Navy as now provided ; thirty-five passed assistant 
paymasters, who shall have the rank of lieutenant, with 
the pay and emoluments of passed assistant paymasters 
in the Navy as now provided ; twenty assistant paymas- 
ters, who shall have the rank of master, with the pay 
and emoluments of assistant paymasters as now pro- 
vided: Provided, however, That all laws and regulations 
relating to the bonds of paymasters shall continue in fall 
force and application, and the issuing of a new appoint- 
ment and commission to any officer of the pay corps un- 





der the provisions of this act shall not affect or annul 
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any existing bond, but the same shall remain in force, 
and apply to such new appointment and commission. 


ENGINEER CORPS. 


Sxc. 12. And be it further enacted, That the officers of 
the engineer corps on the active list of the Navy shall be 
as follows: Ten chief engineers, who shall have the 
rank of captain ; twenty chief engineers, who shall have 
the rank of commander; and twenty chief engineers, 
who shall have the rank of lieutenant-commander ; and 
each und all of the above-named officers of the engineer 
corps shall have the pay and emoluments of chief engi- 
neers of the Navy as now provided; one hundred first 
assistant engineers, who shall have the rank of lieuten- 
ant; and one hundred second assistant engineers, who 
shall heve .the rank of master; and the said assistant 
engineers shall have the pay and emoluments of first 
and second assistant engineers of the Navy, respective- 
ly, as now provided. \ 

Sec. 13. And be it further enacted, That the chiefs of 
the Bureaus of Medicine and Surgery, Provisions and 
Clothing, and Steam Engineering shall have the rank of 
commodore, with pay as now: provided for said chiefs, 
and shall have, respectively, the title of surgeon-gener- 
al, paymaster- general, and engineer-in-chief. . 

Src. 14. And beit further enacted, That the foregoing 
grades hereby established for the staff corps of the Navy, 
shall be filled according to seniority, by appointment and 
advancement on the active lists of the several staff co: 
of the Navy, as now borne upon the register ; the high- 
est grades being filled from the head of the list in each 
corps, and the succeeding grades in like manner, from 
the names remaining thereon; and no officer shall be 
reduced in rank, or subjected to loss of seniority by any 
change which may be required under the provisions of 
this bill: Provided, That no existing commission shall 
be vacated in said several staff corps, except by the issue 
of new commissions required by the provisions of this

Suriher, That chiefs of bureaus may be appointed from 
captains in the staff corps of the Navy. 

Sec. 15. And be it further enacted, That from and 
after the pacsage of this act the active list of the United 
States marine corps shall consist of the following offi- 
cers, non-commissioned officers, musicians, and privates, 
to wit: One brigadier-general commandant, one colonel, 
one lieutenant-colonel, three majors, one adjutant and in- 
spector, one paymaster, one quartermaster, one assistant 
quartermaster, fifteen captains, twenty-four first lieuten- 
ants, twenty-four second lieutenants, one sergeant-major, 
one quartermaster-sergeant, one drum major, one princi- 
pal musician, one hundred and fifty sergeants, one hun- 
dred and fifty corporals, thirty musicians for band, fifty 
drummers, fifty fifers, and fifteen hundred privates: 
Provided, That no commission of any officer now in the 
marine corp3 shall be vacated by this act ; but no ap- 
pointment shall be made in any of the grades of said 
corps until the number of officers in that grade shall 
have been reduced below the number herein authorized. 

Src. 16. And be it further enacted, That any officer in 
the line of the Navy below the grade of commander 
who, upon examination for promotion, shall not be found 
professionally qualified, shall be suspended from promo- 
tion for one year, when he shall be re-examined, and in 
case of his failure upon such re-examination, he shall be 
dropped from the service. 











THE NAVY MEDICAL STAFF. 

Mr. STEVENS, on the 10th, introduced a bill “ to regu- 
late the rank of the medical staff of the Navy,” which in- 
cludes the provisions as to the medical staff incorporated 
in his general Navy bill (published elsewhere), and the 
following addition : 

Src. 3. And be it further enacted, That to fill the fore- 
going grades of medical directors and medical inspectors, 
officers shall be appointed from the active list of the med- 
ical corps of the Navy according to seniority, as borne 
upon the Navy Register ; that is to say, the twenty senior 
surgeons on the active list of the medical corps 1 be 
the medical directors ; the following twenty surgeons 
shall be the medical inspectors ; and the remaining for- 
ty constitute the surgeons, with their present commis- 
sions: Provided, That no officer shall be reduced in rank 
or subjected to loss of seniority by the operations of this 
act : And provided further, That no existing commission 
shall be vacated except by the issue of new commissions, 
i which the titles and grades herein established shall 
ve inserted or substituted ; and said new commissions 
shall restore to such of the said medical directors and 
medical inspectors who, as surgeons, ranked with cap- 
tains or with commanders, under article second of 
the Navy Regulations, dated April eighteenth, eighteen 


.| hundred and sixty-five, the seniority given by those regu- 


lations. 

Src. 4. And be it further enacted, That the chief of 
the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery shall have the rank 
of commodore in the Navy, with pay as now provided for 
said chief, and shall have the title of surgeon-general. 

Src. 5. And be it further enacted, That medical offi- 
cers on the retired list who have been in the Navy over 
thirty-five years, and who have been or may be retired 
as surgeons, shall hereafter have the pay of a commo- 
dore on the retired list ; and promotion from grade to 
grade in the medical staffof the Navy shall be in the or- 
der of official seniority after examination as now prescrib- 
ed by law. 

suc. 6. Andbe it further enacted, That commanding 
odicers shall have precedence over all staff officers un- 
der their command, and no staff officer shall, by virtue 
of his rapk, exercise command or authority in the line 
of the Navy, or in any staff corps of the Navy, or de- 
partment thereof, except in the corps or department

TRIALS OF AN ACTING ASSISTANT SURGEON. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sir : An acting assistant yuartermaster and an acting 
commissary of subsistence has his sorrows, as is made to 
appear in a recent number of the JouRNAL ; but an acting 
assistant surgeon has troublesthat such officers never 
dreamed of. The official status of the former is settled 
by a commission he holds from the President, who re- 

“ special trust and confidence ”in the aforesaid ; 

ut the latter holds only a contract with a medical di- 

rector or the surgeon-general, and everybody seems to 

regard him with special distrust and want of confidence. 

Officially it is often difficult to determine whether he is 
fish or flesh—citizen or soldier. 

A aor Ag have positions in the Army Medical Mu- 
seum at Washington, or as attending surgeons on offi- 
cers and their families in cities. But it is not to the 
troubles of this class that we intend to allude. If they 
have any troubles, they are so different from those of an 
acting assistant os serving on the frontier that we 
cannot conceive what they are. An unfortunate M. 
D. makes a contract with the medical director of the 
Department of Dakota, or of the Platte, or of the 
Missouri, and, having never seen a military post or ever 
served in a military capacity, real or quasi, receives the 
first order with fear and trembling. He consults his 

‘friends as to the prerequisites in the way of an “ outfit,” 
and in providing this he invariably gets things which 
he needs not, and does not get those things which he 
most needs. 

He then seeks military advice as to his status, to 
which I have before alluded as being in doubt. Some 
tell him that heis only a citizen, and will be regarded 
as such by his commanding officer, and that his duties 
will be entirely professional. Others tell him that he is 
an Officer to all intents and purposes, and has all the 
rights, privileges, responsibilities, and emoluments of 
an assistant surgeon, differing only in having the prefix 
“acting ” to his title. He determines to prepare to act 
either role, and his wardrobe is provided accordingly. 
His first order is to accompany a detachment of soldiers, 
commanded by a second lieutenant, to the post where he 
is to be assigned to duty. He soon receives an order 
from his junior, as their respective shoulder-straps 
would indicate. Remembering what had been told him 
about his rank and his rights, and never having read 
regulations concerning the relative positions of medical 
officers and those of the line when serving together, he 
falls back upon what he supposes his reserved rights 
and tells the lieutenant that it is his place to command 
and not his duty to obey. Rather to his surprise, he is 
placed in arrest. This is one of the slight errors into 
which he has fallen because of his inexperience. 

Reaching his station, supposing it to be on the line of 
the Union Pacific railroad, as he steps out of the car in 
his full military rig, he is immediately addressed as 
“ General” by some not well posted frontiersman, who 
thinks that certainly an officer of lower rank would not 
be entitled to so bright a scabbard as covers his sword. 
This afforcs considerable amusement to the soldiers, 
and in theirallusionsto him among themselves he is 
ever after styled “ the General.” 

He reports for duty and relieves his predecessor. 
The first morning he attends sick-call the array of 
soldiers at the hospital looks like the assembling of the 
garrison for a review; and when his morning report goes 
in, the commanding officer sends for him to know what 
epidemic has broken out at the post. Thesoldiers have 
successfully played their little game of deception. 

Experience teaches him to discriminate, and the sick 
report is reduced to two or three really sick. Soon 
thereafter a new commanding officer reports, bringing 
with him troops from Florida or Mississippi all saturated 
with malarial — The first act of the new com- 
mander is to change the hour for sick-call from 81¢ to 6 
o’clock, immediately after reveille. Again the sick-lists 
sent in by the several companies embrace a large pro- 
portion of the men present, but now it uires no criti- 
cal examination to discriminate, for nearly all are fit 
subjects for hospital rather than for duty. The doctor 
works industriously for a couple of hours, sends in his 
report, and goes to breakfast at the post mess hungry 
and fatigued. He seats himself, when Captain A. grufily 
remarks that he intends to report to the commapding of- 
ficer that Smith of his company, a notorious Shirk: has 
been excused by the doctor when there is nothing in the 
world the matter with him. Smith is a soldier suffering 
from organic disease of the heart, who has been care- 
fully examined preparatory to being recommended for 
— as entirely unfit to perform the duties of a 
soldier. 

Captain B. then remarks that he thinks the doctor ex- 
ercises d—n little judgment at sick-call in any case, for 
there was Brown of his company marked for duty, and 
not a patient in hospital was half so sick. Brown always 
was a good soldier, and it was an outrage to treat him 
in that manner. Now Brown was the only man from 
the company marked for duty, and his shirking was so 
patent that the doctor hesitated as to whether he should 
send him to his company or to the guard-house. 

After breakfast the doctor has an engagement, and 
has the consent of the commanding officer to go with 
the ladies on a picnic excursion ; and just as he is step- 
ping into the ambulance, he is hailed by Private Malo- 
ney, who hurries across the parade to inform the doctor 
that his wife “is very sick intirely,” and upon inquiring 
the nature of the illness learns thata young recruit is 
momentarily expected. So the doctor has to forego all 
the pleasure he had anticipated that day, and after 
waiting several hours learns it was all a false alarm 
with Maloney, and she resumes her duties at the 





wash-tub, 


Not only soldiers and laundresses trouble the doctor, 
but he has greater annoyances elsewhere. For instance, 
a lady in the garrison sends for him at 1114 o’clock—an 
hour after he has retired—and when he reaches her 
quarters, coolly remarks, “I suppose, Doctor, you had 
not gone to bed, and I sent for you to ask what I should 
give Mollie if she had the croup to-night, forI have a 
presentiment that she will have it, though there are no 
indications of it now, as you see.” The doctor tries to be 
complaisant, and gives some general instructions. 

At another time an officer calls upon him for treat- 
ment for a frozen ear or nose, and the imaginary disa- 
bled member is carefully examined, and as regards 
temperature and appearance it is perfectly natural ; but 
the captain says it is frozen, and it will not do for an 
“acting assistant ” to say it is not ; so he paints it with 
iodine and gives directions about not exposing it, etc., 
which new satisfies the captain beyond a doubt that he 
is in a bad way, and he wants to go on sick-report. He 
is sure to call to see the doctor just as he sits down to din- 
ner, or while he is entertaining some guests. One of 
the ladies of the garrison is remarkably liable to be ta- 
ken sick every time the doctor passes her quarters, 
which he has to do whenever he goes to the hospital. 
Feeling rather bad-natured and being in a hurry some 
day when called upon, he rather hastily remarks : “ Now, 


Mrs. Jones,I can amuse you by giving you harmless | poo 


medicine for imaginary ailments, but I would advise you 
not to take any until you are really sick.” Mrs. Jones 
becomes indignant, and when the doctor leaves she 
runs in to her neighbor, Mrs. Brown, and, after mature 
deliberation and a most thorough canvassing of the doc- 
tor’s habits, appearance, disposition, professional ability, 
etc., the two come to the conclusion that “‘ contra@t doc- 
tors” generally are humbugs, and that their doctor in 

rticular is a notorious one. Mrs. Jonesthen writes to 

ew York for a homeopathic box and book, and com- 
mences doctoring herself, very much to the relief of the 
post surmgeon. Though Mrs. Brown is of the opinion re- 
ferred to above, she sends for the doctor the next day 
in her own case. She has a “ globus hystericus ” in her 
throat as big as an apple, and the doctor, at once compre- 
hending the trouble, politely remarks, “I can soon re- 
lieve you, madam—will send you a little valerian.” 
The indignant patient springs to her feet, and, with flash- 
ing eyes, remarks, “ Do you mean to insult me, sir, by 
intimating that I have hysterics, and want to give me 
valerian? You shall never prescribe for me again.” 

I find my communication has already reached a 
greater length than its importance would justify, and I 


have alluded only to the professional troubles of an | 


acting assistant surgeon ; but he has many official sor- 
rows not of a professional character. He applies to the 
quartermaster for repairs to be made on his hospital, 
and it is refused simply because the quartermaster has 
authority to refuse and wishes to showit. Then his 
private quarters need repairs, and though he is first to 
apply, they are the last to be touched of all in the gar- 
rison. He sends to the assistant commissary of subsis- 


fused because the assistant commissary of subsistence 
has only ten cheeses and a half dozen cans of jelly 
on hand, and they will be needed by other officers dur- 
ing the winter. He then sends to Omaha or St. Louis 
for the articles, and when the express package arrives 
at the station, the assistant quartermaster will not send 
for it. Altogether the acting assistant surgeon thinks 
himself the most abused man at the post, while the line 
officers say he has the softest place. 








NAVIGATION SCHOOLS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Srr: Having for many years been a strong advocate 
for the establishment of nautical schools in some de- 
gree under the encouragement of Government, I am 
glad to see what is said in your journal of this date, 
and I hope the subject will not be allowed to die out 
for want of due notice by you. 

An effort is about to be made under the prestige of 
the “Social Science Association” to induce our city 
government to establish a nautical school in this city. 
New York can well afford half a dozen floating schools, 
Boston supports 351 public day and evening schools 
wherein 821 teachers instruct annually 33,535 pupils, at a 
cost for the past year of $982,677 for current expenses, in- 
cluding salaries, and $346,610 for schoolhouses. In 1853- 
4, the expenses were only $273,251 ; in 1860-61, $628,549. 
The salaries alone have gone from $192,704 to $719,628 
since 1853-4 ; incidental expenses from $57,960 to $263,- 
048 ; the number of pupils from 22,528 to 33,535 
during that time. Acommittee is about to be organ- 
ized to examine the whole subject, and recommend a 
plan to the city government for a floating school. 

Among the 42,624 children between the ages of five 
and fifteen in our city, there are about six thousand 
who do not go to school. It may be fairly assumed 
that among these there are a good many smart boys 
who are kept out of school through bad home example, 
and who are preparing to graduate in penal or reform- 
atory institutions at the expense of the city or the 
State. It is this class of boysI am most anxious to 
save, although they are not exactly what we require to 
improve the morale of the mercantile marine. Could 
we have our choice, it would be degirable, in founding 
a floating school, to receive only such boysas are of 
good character, with good physical development and 
fair mental capacity, whose parents or guardians could 
send them well clad and pay a dollar or twoa week 
towards their support. e 

In order to make a beginning, we must be content to 
show to the city government that a floating school will 
be a paying institution ; that is to say, that it will di- 
minish crime, diminish pauperism, diminish the cost 
of reformatory and penal establishments. In estimat- 
ing the character of many of the boys who are in- 
cluded among the six thousand, it must not be forgot- 
ten that the majority of them are not worse in any re- 
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home, or perhaps they have no regular home, and none 
to care forthem. Take for instance the boys that are 
sent by magistrates to the Reformatory State School- 
ships and examine critically into the originand nature 
of the delinquencies for which they have been sentenced, 
and it will be found that many of them have been sent 
there for the fault and neglect of parents and guardians, 
or on account of orphanage. It would seem to be but 
reasonable that a city expending about a million annu- 
ally for schooling, and one-third of that sum for palaces 
called schoolhouses, should have at least one school- 
ship ; and it would be very desirable, if the Government 
have any ships not required for their own purposes, to 
give or lend such for floating schools. 

While doing so much, apparently, for public educa- 
tion, it will be seen from the report of our School Com- 
mittee that the cost amounts only to one mill and 
eighty-five hundredths on the city valuation for May, 
1869. In the Mersey off Liverpool there are three nauti- 
cal schools, namely: the “ Mercantile M@rine Service 
Association,” on board the Conway, for training boys 
for the merchant service and for the navy, who are 
admitted on payment of £40 and ten guineas for uni- 
form; the Tndefatigable, where the sons and orphans of 
seamen and other destitute boys are taught ; lastly, the 
Akbar, a reformatory institution, a branch of the “Liver- 
1 Reformatory Institution,” the other parts being the 
“ Girls’ Reformatory ” and the “ Farm School.” 

I believe in all cases the Government gives or loans 
the ships for these purposes. The extract you give 
from the report of Captain Ryder has many suggestions 
in it applicable to this country. Among the many 
causes for the decadence of our mercantile marine may 
be cited the want of well educated seamen; and this 
evil applies to masters and mates to a great extent. To 
correct this growing evil, we must begin with the young 
men. We cannot expect the old salts (who, if they ever 
knew anything of lunar observations beyond finding 
the latitude by a meridianal altitude, have forgotten it) 
to begin anew, and prepare for governmental exam- 
inations. 

Trusting that the subject of floating schools will be 
fully ventilated in your journal, I am, very truly, your 
servant, R. B. ForBES.

known to acknowledge that his “ company lived well.”

This same growling critic says that companies are fed 
on “ rotten pork and hard tack,” and further, that “fresh 
beef” and “ fresh bread ” are rarities, and that but two 
“square meals are furnished in a year, Christmas and 
4th of July.” These charges will be refuted by every 
enlisted man both at Fort Buford and this post (leaving 
out, of course, a few of the grumblers who had nothing 
to eat at home and came into the Army solely for a liv- 
ing). 

Both at Forts Buford and Stevenson is an excellent 
and well-regulated post bakery, and bread is and has 
been issued with regularity. As for pork, for but two 
to three days in each ten has it been issued to the com- 
panies, ahd sometimes not as cften as that. Up to the 
time at which he wrote no better beef could be issued to 
troops stationed so far north than that which was sup- 
plied, and the pork was fresh packed in 1868. It is ri- 
diculous to suppose that any official in the supply de- 
partment would purchase “rotten pork,” to be shipped 
at an enormous expense eighteen hundred miles, to be 
issued to troops. 

Now as to the person signing himself “ Truth” in the 
New York Sunday Mercury. In his letter, dated Fort 
Stevenson, D. T., October 1, 1869, he says: “‘ The time of 
120 men expires in March and April, 1870. Our beauti- 
ful Radical Government, with Grant smoking his cigar, 
has not sent us any recruits to fill up our vacancies.” 
He continues : “ There never were such outrages perpe- 
trated on American soldiers as are now. Last fall men 
were discharged three and four months before their term 
of service expired, and now we are kept as slaves to re- 
main one or two months over our time.” In the first 
place, 120 men are one-third more than the rolls of this 
post show, and not more than three or four of that num- 
ber will have served their full term in March next, near- 
ly six months from the date of his letter. The men who 
were discharged last fall did not leave this post until 
the 16th of October, and some not until November, and 
then only those whose time expired in February, and 
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not one man was discharged whose time expired ‘n 
March or April. Those men served until last spring, 
when they were discharged, and returned to the States 
without any difficulty whatever. But this grumbler 
wants men discharged six months before their time ex- 
pires. And this he calls an outrage. Pity indeed that 
things have come to such a pass. 

The second paragraph of his letter is not worthy of 
notice. The policy of the Government is too well known 
to need an advocate. S 

He goes on and asks the question, “ Why don’t we get 
recruits ?” and in his own reply says, “ People at home 
read in the Mercury the true state of things,” etc. If 
“Truth ” will read the orders from the War Department, 
he will find that before he wrote his letter recruits were 
ordered to these frontier posts. The Thirteenth Infan- 
try was supplied in August, the Twentieth in September, 
and recruits were started en route for the Twenty-second 
in October. Apparently the readers of the Mercury either 
lack influence or were not influenced themselves.

A CASE OF INJUSTICE. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Str : “ Republics are ungrateful ” certainly found ex- 
ception in the generous disposition of the American 
people towards the soldiers of the late war. Yet, Mr. 
Editor, a certain class of re-enlisted veterans, promoted 
officers in 1865, did not receive the money fairly due 
them on their discharges. 

For instance, Private , of — regiment, ve-enlisted in 
the field in 1863, and serves until 1865, when he is pro- 
moted lieutenant, regiment, and thereby loses all 
the balance of his re-enlistment bounty (indeed, had to 
pay back half of the last bounty installment he had 
received). Heis mustered out a few months after with 
his regiment; but cannot get the three months’ pay 
proper given all officers mustered oui, because he was 
not made an officer before March, ’65. 

In this case, Mr. Editor, the injusticeis eminent. It 
might be justice to withhold such payment from men pro- 
moted at that late hour from civil life; but that the 
veterans who re-enlisted in the field at the darkest hour 
of our country’s peril, and whose good conduct eventu- 
ally gave them promotion, should thus be thrown out 
without either their soldier bounty or officer pay, 
is gross injustice, and should be paid now by act of 
Congress. 

Some stepsin regard to this were taken by Congress, 
and a bill to cover payment of such veteran cases was 
brought forward, and passed one branch of Congress ; 
but Iam informed by claim agents that there it stop- 
ped. Why will not the Gevernment act now, and give 
us our just dues? SQUIBOB.

“A RADICAL CURE!” 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. | 

Str: There is so much written and said by the gen. | 
tlemen on “ awaiting orders,” there are s0 many reme- 
dies proposed to put each and every one of them out of | 
his special misery, and yet all seems so little to the 
point, that I will for once, and pro bono publico, break 
my usual silence and come to the rescue. 

The following bill, drafted by me some months ago, 
and, no doubt, acceptable to the ruling power in Con- 
gress, will provide fairly for all these clamorous gentle- 
men ; it will be just “‘ the thing ” in accordance with 
the liberal spirit of theage : 


“ Beit enacted, etc. 

“Sec. 1. That all the surplus officers of the Army, 
not on active duty with their respective commands by 
reason of late consolidation of the infantry regiments, 
report at once to the superintendent of the Capitol prison 
at Washington, D.C. Such officers as have not complied 
with the provisions of this enactment within ten days 
after the same has become a law, shall be shot on sight 





by any local civil officer or law-abiding citizen. They 
shall be hunted down as public enemies, whose very | 
existence is in direct opposition to the interest of a na- | 
tion groaning under a gigantic debt, distressing to | 
every loyal heart. 

“ Sec. 2. Upon soreporting to the superintendent these 
Officers will ‘te well secured in‘ iron’; a ration con- 
sisting of a quarter of a pound of horse or muie meat, | 
one ear of corn, and one pint of water, will be issued to | 
them daily (timely requisition upon the Subsistence De- 
partment for diseased and deceased animals to be made 
by the superintendent). In keeping with the humane 
principles, as laid down by our forefathers and practised 
by our Government from time immemorial, these offi- 
cers will be allowed bodily exercise to the full extent 
of their respective chains. An occasional glimpse at 
the sun not to be denied upon good behavior. 

“SEc. 3. After all these officers have been caught 
they will be transferred to the ‘Dry Tortugas,’ where 
the same liberal allowances and privileges, as granted 
them by previous section, will be continued. They |

A DIFFICULT SURGICAL OPERATION.

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THE DICTATOR. 

N a recent communication to the Navy Depart- 
ment, Rear-Admiral Poor, speaking of the per- 
formances of the monitor Dictatorand the frigate 
Severn, during a tremendous gale in the neigh- 
borhood of the West Indies, remarks, by way of 
comment: “Ido not deem it advisable to send 
monitors to sea unless the weather is perfectly 
favorable.” Such an expression of opinion seems 
rather extraordinary in its connection, and in view 

of the other facts given in the report. 

It appears that the Admiral’s flag-ship Severn 
and the monitor Dictator sailed together from 
Tybee Roads, on December 20th, for Key West; 
that during the first day, with fair weather and 
smooth water, the Dictator steamed seven knots 
easily, and that the menwere able to be about 
the deck without any inconvenience; but 
that in a gale which occurred during the next 
day the sea made such breaches over her that the 
men were unable to show themselves. ‘ The 
monitor during this time,” says the Admiral, 
“was apparently making about four knots an 
hour.” The Severn at the same time, according to 
the same report, “‘ was not able to keep up more 
than steerage way, and when she pitched it 
brought the propellers out of water. The engines 
raced to such an extent that the propellers struck 
the water so forcibly that there was great danger 
of giving way, and the ship was hauled to under 
canvas. The monitor was able to hold her posi- 
tion during the night, the Severn being at least 
twelve miles to leeward of her at daylight.” Now, 
from this itis plain that the Dictator really be- 
haved much better, under the most trying circum- 
stances, than one of the finest frigates in the 
Navy. We should suppose that, for her conduct, 
the Admiral would have only words of praise. In- 
deed, this report adds another to the long list of 
confirmations of all that has ever been claimed for 
the monitors by any one who is able to judge impar- 
tially of the purposes of their construction and the 
scope oftheir power. As for their ability to stand 
gales of wind, they are actually, as proved by 
abundant experience, unequalled by any other 
form of vessel. The sea breaks over their low, 
flat decks, powerless for harm. Of course, a ves- 
sel with no sailing power cannot be called a cruis- 
ing vessel. The monitor system, as we said in 
the very beginning, is a complete and positive 
solution of the iron-clad question, so far as a 
fighting machine is concerned. As those familiar 
with naval constructions and the powers of ord- 
nance andthe resistance of armor well understand, 
a monitor can be built, and that too on not very 
extravagant dimensions, which can defy any 
artillery that human ingenuity is likely to devise, 
certainly in our day. What is to be the result of 
this state of facts, we leave our readers to sur- 
mise.

Mr. Logan, the Chairman of the Howse Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, has introduced and had 
referred to his committee a bill affecting the pay 
and organization of the Army, materially differing 
from the bill submitted by the War Department, a 
summary of which we gave last week. It pro- 
vides for a board of three general officers, to se- 
lect from the officers now in excess of organiza- 
tion such as they deem best fitted to be continued: 
in the service; those not recommended to be mus- 
tered out at once, with a year’s pay and allowances. 
All vacancies occurring within six months from the 
passage of the bill are to be filled by assign- 
ment from the list made out by the board, 
at the end of which time all officers remaining un- 
assigned are to be mustered out with a year’s pay 
and allowances. As the number of vacancies that 
will occur in six months will not be, at the outside, 
more than sixty or seventy, the effect of such legis- 
lation would be to muster out more than four hun- 
dred of the five hundred officers now supernu- 
merary. 

The size of the retired list'is increased to two: 








hundred and fifty, to provide for the retirement of 


disabled officers. The offices of general and lieu- 
tenant-general are to continue only until vacan-- 
cies occur. All brevet rank is at once abolished. 
A system of payment by salaries instead of by al- 
lowances and eommutations is established. 

This schedule of pay considerably reduces the: 
compensation of general officers, the general now 
receiving over $18,000 per{annum, the lieutenant- 
general nearly $15,000, major-generals about 
$9,500, and brigadier-generals from $5,900 to 
$7,600. For the lower grades the proposed: 
pay is higher than officers receive who serve 
with troops, but less than is received by those who. 
are stationed where they draw commutation for 
quarters and fuel. The failure to provide an al- 
lowance in place of the longevity ration is an ob- 
jectionable feature ; for the justice of making some: 
small provision to enable an officer to meet ex- 
penses that necessarily increase from year to year, 
ought to be apparent, especially in time of peace, 
when promotion is so slow as to be regarded as a 
piece of great good fortune rather than as some- 
thing to be taken into account by an officer in es- 
timating his future income. 








Ex-SECRETARY WELLES comes out of his retire- 
ment to publish a very long letter he has address- 
ed to Secretary Ropeson. He charges the latter 
with misrepresenting, in his annual report, Mr. 
WELLEs’s action with reference to the report of 
the Board of Admirals, of which Admiral Farra- 
Gut was President, convened to report the names 
of such officers as they deemed worthy of advance- 
ment under the act of April 21, 1864. It will be 
remembered that Mr. Ropeson said that the re- 
commendations of the report were not acquiesced 
in, and advancement was made independently of 
them; that consequently many officers felt 
aggrieved, and he asked that a new board be au- 
thorized to examine the cases complained of. 
Secretary WELLEs goes into an elaborate vindica- 
tion of his course with reference to this matter, 
and then devotes himself to criticisms upon other 
portions of his successor’s report, with the view of 
defending his own administration of the depart- 
ment. We are told that Mr. Secretary Rospreson 
is not inclined to reply to the letter, and will not 
be drawn into a newspaper controversy relative 
to matters upon which Mr. WELLEs and himself 
differ. 


Tne Secretary of War, we are told, has author- 
ized officers in Texas, Florida, and Georgia to loan 
pistols and rifles to revenue officers, and to sell 
them powder and shot at cost, whenever they may 
require the same while hunting up the illicit distil- 
leries and the violators of the Internal Revenne 
laws. Troops will also be ordered to their assist- 
ancé in Texas as well as elsewhere whenever the 
occasion calls for it, as in the case of the recent as- 
sault upon the distilleries in the neighborhood of 
the Brooklyn Navy-yard. This duty of defending 
revenue officers against city mobs is one, we are 
bound to say, that Army officers will not covet. We 
have no doubt they will much prefer to be detailed 
to assist revenue officers in the southern country.

House last spring, prohibiting the assignment of 
retired officers to duty of any kind, or the pay- 
ment to them of more than the pay and allowances 
fixed by law for retired officers, and providing 
that all assignments heretofore made shall termi- 
nate within thirty daysfrom the passage of the act.

A CORRESPONDENT writes us from San Francisco 
to complain of the hardships endured by a young 
man named Wixson, a resident of San Francisco, 
who, as he alleges, was detained at Alcatraz Isl- 
and for eight months, by mistake, as a deserter, 
while his wife and two children were subsisting as 
best they could. If this is true, the right to habeas 
corpus must be much less actively exercised in Cali- 
forniathan itis here. Though he cites no other case, 
our correspondent asserts the case of WILSON is 
only one out of many. ‘‘ Under the law relating 
to desertion,” he adds, “thirty dollars is intended 
to be paid for every convicted deserter. The spirit 
of the law is evaded, so that the bounty is paid on 
the delivery of the person arrested; hence it is 
that Government often pays a bounty for the ar- 
rest and abuse of citizens.” 

We present his statement for what it is worth, 
and as a caution to officers. It is accompanied 
with an argument for changing the laws punishing 
desertion, so as to mulct the offender in pecuniary 
damages only, on the ground that no other punish- 
ment is needed in time of peace. We omit this 
ingenious plea, as it overlooks the essential fact 
that our Army is organized wholly with reference 
to war, and some portion of it is, as a matter of 
fact, always in conflict. It is impossible to have 
one rule for the soldiers at Alcatraz Island and an- 
other for those in Arizona or Alaska. Our corre- 
spondent is evidently one of those impracticable 
philanthropists who would organize an army on 
the plan of a police force, where the men are kept 
to their work only by the fear of the loss of situa- 
tion, or of being docked in wages. How long 
does he think a police force could be kept together 
unéer this rule, if it was subject to the same con- 
ditions as the Army? The ideal organization is 
undoubtedly that in which every man is subject to 
the control of duty and honor, and not to the rule 
of force; but it should not be forgotten that when 
such an organization becomes possible, it will mat- 
ter very little whether authority is added or not. 
Obedience to the requirements of duty and obliga- 
tion keeps a man so far within authority that he is, 
as a rule, in little danger of being disturbed by its 
exercise. At the same time officers should avoid 
being misled by the idea that the authorit: they 
exercise is something personal to themselves, and 
which they are at liberty to use with the absolute 
freedom of a personal possession, instead of as a 
trust controlled in its use by well-defined restric- 
tions and obligations. They are too apt to lose 
sight of the fact that there is no inherent difference 
between a commission and enlistment. Both grant 
authority which is exactly defined and limited by 
law, and both establish obligations which are re- 
ciprocal as between the commissioned and en- 
listed, and alike as toward the Government and 
the country. Contempt for this principle on the 
part of some officers is, we are satisfied, the cause 
of many of the complaints of ill-treatment received 
from enlisted men. It is seldom the case, un- 
doubtedly, that any soldier who establishes a good 
reputation as such, is in danger of being long 
abused without redress. But we fear that many 
enlisted men who might be made into good sol- 
diers are unnecessarily provoked by unskilful or 
unjust treatment into rebellion and desertion. 

We seldom publish the complaints we receive 
from enlisted men, because we are satisfied that it 
would serve no good purpose, and because we have 





refer them to Washington, where they receive pro- 
per attention, as one officer, unworthy of the name, 
has already learned to his cost.

WE publish elsewhere the bills introduced in the 
Senate and House for the reduction of the Army, etc. 
The bills with reference to the Navy line and staff are 
also given in full. 

The Committee on Military Affairs reported the bill to 
autborize the Secretary of War to take possession of the 
Gettysburg and Antietam National Cemeteries, and it is 
probable the bill will be promptly passed, so as to take 
the control of these cemeteries from the Maryland and 
Pennsylvania Legislatures. A proposition is now before 
the Maryland Legislature to bury the Confederate dead 
in the Antietam Cemetery, and several of the other 
States are withholding their appropriations on this ac- 
count. 

Memorials and petitions have been presented to the 
Senate from a number of survivors of the war of 1812, 
asking a recognition of their services; from citizens of 
New York against the proposed enlargement of the 
West Point Military Academy, as not conducive to 
loyalty, security, or economy ; from the Commander of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, Department of New 
York, for the modification of the revenue laws in favor 
of maimed and disabled soldiers; from the same body, 
calling attention tothe onerous tax upon disabled sol- 
diers who earn their living by grinding hand-organs. 

The Pension Bill has passed the Committee of the 
Whole House and been reported. The bill appropri- 
ates, for Army invalid pensions, $9,837,000 ; for Revolu- 
tionary pensions, $19,680,562 ; for Navy invalid pensions, 
$147,463; for Navy pensions of widows, $334,475; 
total, $30,000,000. Mr. Slocum (N. Y.) moved to strike 
out the proviso for the transfer of the Navy pension 
fund into the Treasury, and for the payment of Navy 
pensions in the same manner as Army pensions, and 
argued in support of the motion. Mr. Kelley (Penn.) 
advocated the propriety of retaining the proviso, and 
argued that maintenance of a separate pension fund for 
the Navy was an anomaly borrowed from the old Eng- 
lish system. After considerable discussion, Mr. Slocum’s 
motion was rejected. 

The bill for the transfer of the Philadelphia Navy- 
yard to League Island excited a discussion on two days, 
with no result being reached. Mr. Dawes made a long 
argument against its passage, claiming that under the 
bill the Secretary of the Navy could sell three millions 
of property at private sale at the Philadelphia Navy- 
yard to whom he pleased, when he pleased, and on 
what terms he pleased, the only obligation on him being 
that he should obtain the approval of the President, 
who from the nature of his duties could pay no personal 
regard or attention to the proceedings. He knew full 
well that the Navy-yard had to be removed from Phila- 
delphia, and he assumed that ultimately it would go to 
League Island. But the passage of this bill involved 
the immediate expenditure, independent of the $3,000,- 
000, of more than $1,000,000. The engineer’s report to 
the Secretary of the Navy three years ago showed that, 
in order to make League Island high enough above 
high-water mark to be beyond the encroachments 
of the the whole area (400 acres) would 
have to be raised between nine and ten feet. 
This would require 4,500,000 cubic yards of earth, 
and no one would pretend that that would cost 
less than fifty cents a yard, making an aggregate of $2,- 
250,000. Not a shopcould be transferred to League 
Island until the surface was raised, unless they wanted 
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to have the Navy-yard carried to sea. He knew that an 
estimate of $800,000 had been prepared at the Navy De- 
partment for League Island, to follow this bill. This 
was atime of peace. There was no pressing necessity 
for the enlargement of the navy-yards. The British 
Navy depended on private ship yards; ninety per cent. 
of all the work done for the British"Navy was done in 
private navy-yards. Admiral Porter had recently stated 
before one of the House committees—the Committee on 
Navigation Interests—that the Government had spent 
$485,000,000 fora navy during the war, and that there 
was nothing to show now for that expenditure ; that we 
really had no Navy ; and had suggested the building of a 
merchant marine of iron screw steamers as a substitute, 
Mr. Kelley (of Pa.), defended the bill, and quoted, 
against his (Dawes’s) assertion as to the necessity of 
raising the surface of the whole island nine feet, the re- 
port made by Admiral Davis, General Humphrey, Com- 
modore Alden, Chief Engineer King, and Professor Hil- 
gard of the United States Coast Survey. 

Mr. Schumaker, a Democratic member, offered a rego- 
lution, which was adopted, calling on the Secretary of 
the Navy for a statement of the number employed in the 
several navy-yards on the first of March, July, Septem- 
ber, and December, 1869, and whether the expenditures 
ofthe Navy Department for the last fiscal year have ex- 
ceeded the appropriations—$17,356,350. Mr. Brooks, 
another Democratic member, offered a resolution, 
which was also adopted, directing the General of 
the Army to inform the House under what act of 
Congress, or by what authority, Generals Ruger 
and Haines, and Major Goodfellow, officers of the 
United States Army, are acting in the Legislature of 
Georgia as a Committee on Elections to adjudicate the 
legal qualifications of members of that body. Mr. Ferry 
offered a resolution, also adopted, instructing the Com- 
mittee on Invalid Pensions to consider the propriety of 
providing by law that no invalid pensioner shall be de- 
prived of his pension during the.time he may have been 
employed in the civil service of the United States, be- 
tween the 3d of March, 1865, and the 6th of June, 1866. 
Mr. McCormick (Arizona) offered a resolution, also 
adopted, instructing the Committee on Territories to in- 
quire into the expediency of establishing a territorial 
government over the civilized Indians in the Indian Ter- © 
ritory. 

The West Point appropriation bill was submitted, ap- 
propriating $315,269. Mr. Beck, from the Committee on 
Appropriations, explained the various items in the bill, 
which amounted to $40,708 over the bill of last year. 
The excess was owing to the fact that there were 290 
cadets estimated for, instead of 260, and that an item of . 
$25,000 was appropriated in this bill for a fire-proof 
building for public offices and archives, and $7,000 for 
rebuilding the north wharf. Mr. Logan, while he had 
no opposition to this bill, thought that action on it 
might be deferred until Congress had passed upon a bill 
which he had introduced abolishing the system of lon- 
gevity rations and forage, etc., by which the pay of 
army Officers was so complicated that no one could tell 
what it was, and establishing regular grades of pay. - 

LIEUTENANT O. E. Wood, of the class of 1867, of the 
United States Military Academy, has prepared for publi- 
cation a volume entitled “The West Point Scrap 
Book,” consisting of two hundred and fifty pages of let- 
ter-press, and over fifty original illustrations. The con- 
tents will comprise incidents, sketches, gongs, anecdotes, 
and legends of West Point, written by a large number 
of graduates while cadets at the Academy, and embrac- 
ing all the popular and characteristic literature of the 
Academy fora generation. No attempt has hitherto 
been made to preserve these interesting reminiscences 
of West Point life, and the collection will, it is believed, , 
be eagerly sought for by all officers of the Army and 
Navy ; and to the graduate, every page will vividly re- 
call some scene of the past, and adda new zest to army 
life. The illustrations are chiefly humorous, and, with 


the text, have elicited warm commendation. In addition 
to these, the volume will contain many beautiful land- 
scape views and pictures of the Academy buildings and 
surroundings, engraved from fine photographs. The 
volume will be issued in elegant style, in quarto form, 
printed on tinted heavy plate paper, from new type, and 
will be bound ina rich and attractivemanner. The il- 
lustrations will be executed by the best artists, and in 
every respect the book will be all that its patrons could 
desire. It will be issued only by subscription at the 
price of $4, and the edition will be limited to the 
namber of subscribers. The book will be published ag 
soon as a sufficient number of subscribers have been se- 
cured. 

During the time he was at the Academy, from 1868 
to 1867, the author spent a great deal of time in 
a collection from various sources of matter for this book, 
andillustrated them himself. Some of the articles were 
written as far back as when Dr. Francis Vinton of New 
Jere published, andi-atk wa hameeodeiaceaneliies 
ore pu ° t will, we have no prove 
esting to the friends of the Academy. 
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. THE CORPS OF ENGINEERS. 


Jothe Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sim: In an editorialin your last issue,in which you 
enumerate the number of non-graduates of West Point 
in the Army, you state that “the 114 members of the 
Engineer Corps are necessarily graduates of the Acade- 
my.” Now J intend to combat the truth of this state- 
ment, and, at once to unveil the animus of this com- 
munication, I will state that I am one of the eight offi 
cers of the Orduance Department not graduates of West 
Point ; and that my esprit de will not permit me 
to rest quietly underthe slight which, in my opinion, is 
implied in your statement. ‘The engineers and the ord- 
nance are the two scientific arms of the service, and I 
maintain that if a special professional education is a re- 
quisite for admission tothe former, which I presume 
is what you mean to assert in your remark, it is also a 
requisite for admission to the latter. I think I may 
sately venture to state without fear of contradiction that 
@ good ordnance officer must be as well up ina knowl- 
edge of the principles of sciences and of the technicali- 
ties of arts as a correspondingly good engineer officer. 
Then why, I ask, must the engineer officer be “ neces- 
sarily” a graduate of the Military Academy, when 
there are accepted ordnance officers in the service who 
are only graduates of civil institutions ? 

From general officers to second lieutenants, I find non- 
graduate volunteer officers in every branch of the ser- 
vice except in the Corps of Engineers. Now “ where all 
love, Don Carlos alone must not hate,” except for a good 
and cogent reason. This reason, as far as the engineers 
are concerned, must be one of the following: Either the 
laws must prohibit the appointment of non-graduates in 
the corps ; or, no meritorious and qualified non-gradu- 
ates could be found worthy of appointment ; or, the chief 
engineers (of late years) did not want any non-graduates 
in their corps. ermit me to discuss these reasons, 
which must certainly account for the unbroken column 
of M. A.’s on the engineer roster, seriatim. 

I. After careful search I can find no law, in force or 
repealed, which limits appointments in the Engineer 
Corps to graduates of the Military Academy. 

I do find, however, that J. L. Smith, of South Carolina, 
was commissioned a second lieutenant of engineers, Oc- 
tober 16, 1813, long after the establishment of the Mili- 


“= Academy. 
his proves conclusively that Section 27 of the act ap- 
roved March 16,1802, stationing the engineers at West 
oint, and forming them into the Military Academy, 
did not prevent the appointment of non-graduates. 
Even this enactment is no longer law, for Section 6 of 
the act approved July 12, 1866, provides that the super- 
intendent of the Academy may hereafter be selected and 
the officers on duty at thatinstitution detailed from any 
arm of the service. Further, the 63d of the Articles of 
War, enacted in 1806, and never repealed, gives the 
President power to transfer officers of engineers to any 
corps of the service; and, mutatis mutandis, he has the 
right to transfer to the engineers from any corps of the 
service. An examination of the late Army Registers 
will show that the President has availed himself of tais 
right (on the recommendation of the chief engineer, I 
presume), for within the past few years officers have been 
transferred to the engineers from the artillery and the 
infantry. 

From the above I think that it isclear that there ex- 
ists no legal impediment to the appointment or trans- 
fer of non-graduate officers of the Army (Regular or 
Volunteer) to the Corps of Engineers. 

II. Let me now examine the second of the assignable 
reasons, “ that no meritorious and qualified non gradu- 
ate could be found worthy of appointment.” 

This can be quickly disproved. ‘The records of the 
Engineer Bureau upon examination will show the valu- 
able services rendered during the rebellion by volun- 
teer engineers and acting engineer officers. 

I believe that I may safely aflirm that much of the 
field engineering work accomplished during the war 
was done by non-graduate officers of the Army. I speak 
advisedly upon this subject, and could prove my asser- 
tion, certainly as far as concerned one of our large 
armies. 

President Lincoln and the Congress of 1864 assuredly 
acknowledged the services of one“ acting engineer’’ offi- 
cer, when by Public Resolutions No. 40, approved June 
11, 1864, the thanks of Congress were tendered to Lieuten 
ant-Colonel Joseph Bailey of the F ourth Wisconsin Vol- 
unteers, acting engineer of the Nineteenth Army Corps, 
for a successful engineering feat. Section 20 of the act 
approved July 17, 1862, “ recognized and accepted volun- 
teer engineers on the same footing, in all respects, in re- 
gard to their organization, pay, and emoluments, as the 
eure of Engineers of the Regular Army of the United 

tates.” 

Also the act approved May 20, 1864, authorized the 
formation of a regiment of veteran volunteer engineers 
inthe Department of the Cumberland, and its second 
section directed that the officers of this regiment were 
to be appointed and commissioned by the President. And 
finally, the act approved March 3, 1865, authorized the or- 
ganization of six other volunteer engiheer regiments in 
accordance with existing laws. All this would prove that 
the executive and legislative authority at Washington 
had no faint beliefin the engineering ability of the coun- 
try at large. But it isidle to cumulate testimony ; no one, 
at least no unprejudiced person, willdeny that there 
were and are men in the country abundantly well qual- 
ified for appointment as second lieutenants of engineers. 
Men were found, after stringent examinations, qualified 
to become ordnance officers ; and I have little doubt that 
during the war, or at its close, an engineer examining 
board might have added enough officers, well educated 
ones too, to the corps to meet all its wants. Had this 

been adopted in 1863 or 1864, it would perhaps 
not have been found necessary to appoint more than 
one-half the class of 1864 lieutenants of engineers, ata 
time, too, when well drilled officers would not have 
come amiss inthe line of the Army. Distinguished offi- 
cers of engineers entertain the heterodox opinion that 
the young graduate must be taught histprofession practi- 





cally ; and is it fora moment to be supposed that there 
was no young mathematician or civil engineer in the 
Army or in the country, whose mind was not just as 
susceptible of being taught the details of military engi- 
neering as that of the young WestPoint alumnus? As 
far as my observation goes, I find that engineer officers 
in charge of important public works have civilian assis- 
tants, who certainly do as much work, and as skilfully 
too, as the military subalterns. 

And this extra West Point engineerring talent did 
not hide its light under a bishel; even the Engineer 
Bureau must have seen it “as through a glass, darkly.” 
This then disposes of the second horn of the trilemma 
of reasons, and of course then the third is established, 
namely, “that the chief engineers (of late years) did 
not want any non-graduates in theircorps.” Q.E. D. 

As one who has the best interests of the Army at 
heart, I am sorry that there should be any exclusive aim 
in it; it gives point tothe many bitter-worded shafts 
that are aimed against us. 

There are probably throughout the land many volun- 
teer officers, who were on engineering duty during the 
war, who cherish ill-feeling to West Pvint and to the 
Corps of Engineers, simply because no opportunity was 
afforded them of being appointed in the latter. I my- 
self know of a college graduate, an architect, whose 
name stands very high in his profession, who, after 
having studied military engineering, applied during the 
war for an appointment inthe corps, and applied in 
vain. 

Was it right or prudent to deny these gentlemen all 
chance of entering the corps? Why not have given 
them an opportunity of being examined for appoint- 
ment? The examination might have been made so 
rigid that the successful candidate must have been a 
Mahan ora Todleben. And certainly the Corps of En- 
gineers would not have suffered from the accession to 
its ranks of such men. e 

In closing I desire to say that nothing in this commu- 
nication is intended to reflect upon the Military Academy. 
Its professors stand high among the scientific men of the 
country, and the names of many of its graduates 
are indelibly written in the book wherein are found 
the names of those who have done their duty nobly and 
well. The institution needs no praise from me.

SALE OF PUBLIC PROPERTY. 


AN officer of the United States Army took a horse 
belonging to the Government, and having had the 
brand removed used him as his individual property for 
some time, and then sold him to a man, who for nearly 
a year hired him out as a public livery horse to parties, 
both civil and military, in the city of Baltimore. No 
steps were taken during this time by any agent of the 
United States Government to recover the horse. The 
purchaser finally sold the horse, and shortly thereafter 
he was taken out of possession of the new owner under 
an order of the assistant provost-marshal, asthe property 
of the United States Government. In an action, by the 
last purchaser, to recover what he had paid for the 
horse, it was held by the Court of Appeals of Maryland : 

1. That the Government was not estopped from re- 
claiming the horse as its property. 

2. That persons dealing with agents or officers in re- 
gard to public property, are beund to know the extent 
of their authority. 

3. That the bare possession of the horse, with the con- 
sent of the officers of the Government, and the sale, 
were not sufficient to pass title to the purchaser. 

4. That although ion of the horse may have 
been obtained from the quartermaster, and the man who 
sold him to the plaintiff may have been a bona fide 
purchaser, a sale thus made, without the authority or 
assent of the Government, could not operate asa trans- 
fer of title against the latter.

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THE LATE GENERAL MOWER. 
Brevet Brigadier-General Edward W. Hinks, lieu- 
tenant-colonel Twenty-fifth Infantry, commanding regi- 
ment, has issued the following general orders, dated 


Headquarters Twenty-fifth Infantry, Jackson Barracks, 


N. O., January 7th, with reference to the death of 
its late colonel, Brevet Major-General Mower: 


“ With the most profound sorrow the undersigned 
announces to the regiment the sudden decease in this 
city last evening cf its colonel, Brevet Major-General 
Joseph A. Mower, late commanding the Department of 
Louisiana. 

“ Having served as a private soldier in the Ninth Regi- 
ment during the Mexican war, he was appointed a 
second lieutenant of the First U. 8. Infantry on the 
18th of June, 1855, and promoted to be first lieutenant 
on the 13th of March, 1857, and to be captain on the 
9th of September, 1861. He was appointed colonel of 
the Eleventh Missouri Volunteers in 1861, and was 
breveted major U. S. Army, May 9, 1862, ‘for gal- 
lant and meritorious services at the battle of Farming- 
ton, Mississippi,’ and lieutenant-colonel September 19, 
1862, ‘ for gallant and meritorious services at the battle 
of Iuka, Mississippi.’ He was appointed brigadier-gene- 
ral of volunteers, November 29, 1862, and breveted 
colonel U. 8S. Army, May 14,1863, ‘for gallant and 
meritorious services at the capture of Jackson, Missis- 
sippi,’ and promoted to be major-general of volunteers, 
August 12, 1864, and breveted, March 13, 1865, 
brigadier-general U. S. Army, ‘for gallant and meri- 
torious services at the battleof Fort De Russy, Louisiana,’ 
and major-general ‘ for gallant and meritorious services 
at the passage of Salkehatchie, Georgia.’ July 28, 
1866, he was appointed colonel of the Thirty-ninth 
U.S. Infantry, and on the 16th of March, 1869, was 
transferred to the Twenty-fifth U. 8S. Infantry. 

“ While yet in the prime of manhood death,reminding 
us ‘ what shadows we are, what shadows we pursue,’ 
has closed his martial career, depriving a loving family 
of its devoted protector, the regiment of an honored 
chief, and the service of one of its bravest officers. 

“The officers of the regiment will wear the usual 
badge of mourning on the left arm and on the hilt of 
the sword for the period of thirty days.” 

At a meeting of the officers of the United States Ar- 
my, stationed at New Orleans, La., held at Headquarters 
Department of Lousiana, Monday, January 10, 1870, of 
which Brevet Major-General R. B. Ayres, U. S. Army, 
was President, the following resolutions, presented by 
Brevet Major-General A. Beckwith, and Brevet Briga- 
dier-General Edw. W, Hinks, and Brevet Major B. B. 
Keeler, U. 8S. Army, appointed to draft the same, were 
adopted : 


Whereas, It has pleased Almighty God, the Creator of man 
and the controller of destiny, in His infinite wisdom to re- 
move from earth the spirit of our late respected and beloved 
commander and comrade, Brevet Major-General Joseph A. 
Mower, U. 8. Army: 

Resolved, That in the death of General Mower, we recog- 

ze the loss to the Army of one of its best and bravest offi- 

rs; one distinguished for brilliant deeds in battle, great 
ficiency and fidelity in the discharge of duty, strict integ- 
ity, and the purest patriotism ; one whose achievements in 
war and whose conduct in peace have reflected honor upon the 
profession of arms, and entitled to the grateful remembrance 
of the country he so faithfully served. 

Resolved, That to the members of the bereaved and afilict- 
ed family of our departed commander, upon whom this calam- 
ity falls with crushing force, we tender with sorrowing 
hearts our sincere sympathy, and assurance that with them 
we deeply mourn his loss,and will revere and cherish his mem- 


ory. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be furnished to 
the family of the deceased, the press of his native place, 
of this city, and the Army AnD Navy Journat, for publica- 
tion. 

The funeral of the late General Mower took place 
from the Ames Methodist Episcopal Church, New Or- 
leans, on Saturday, January 8th, 1866. 

The military escort was under command of Brevet 
Brigadier-General E. W. Hinks, lieutenant.colonel 
Twenty-fifth Infantry. 

The military pall-bearers were Brevet Major-General 
R. B, Ayres, Brevet Major-General Amos Beckwith, 
Captain Luke O’Reilly, Celonel Daniel McClure, Brevet 
Brigadier-General Fred. Myers, Captain George Baldey. 

A major-general’s salute of thirteen guns (one every 
five minutes) was fired at Coliseum place while the pro- 
cession was moving from the church to the tomb.

THE MIANTONOMOH AND MARIA COLLISION. 
OFFICIAL REPORTS. 


U. 8. 8. MranTonomon, AT SEA, MARTHA’S VINE- } 
YARD SOUND, January 4, 1870. 
Hon. Geo. M. Robeson, Secretary of the Navy, Washington, D. C. 
Str: I have the honor toinform you that this ship 
collided with and sunk the convoy tug Maria at 2:30 
this morning off Gay Head, Martha’s Vineyard, under 
the following circumstances : 
The Maria signalled with her steam whistle; we 
slowed our engines ; she came up within hail, and re- 
ported that she had broken her feed pipe. Immediately 
after, she steamed ahead quite fast, as if for the purpose 
of getting into smooth water under the land. Her 
light was visible ahead of us some ten minutes, when 
we observed that she had rounded to, showing us her 
green side light. Our helm was immediately put hard 
a-starboard, the engines slowed and then stopped. But 
as the Miantonomoh minds her wheel very slowly, she 
had hardly gone off any, when we struck the Maria on 
the starboard quarter and sunk her. The interval of 
time could not have been more than a minute. The 
wreck sank directly under our bows. Those of the 
crew of the tug who were on deck jumped on board of 
us. Those who were below are probably the ones lost. 
We heard no cry for assistance after she went down. 
Our life-boat was manned, but it would have been very 
hazardous to have lowered it. The sea at the time was 
running high, sweeping over the maindeck with great 
force; all communication with it had been cut off 
throughout the night. The navigating officer, the 
coast pilot, and myself were on deck at the time. 

Lieutenant-Commander Niles ought not to have turn- 
ed around afterstarting for smooth water. He could 
have been of no assistance to us with his disabled ves 
sel ; but he seems to have been actuated more by the 
desire to assist than the ability to do so. 

I have the honor to enclose the report of Lieutenant- 
Commander Marston Niles, who was in command of the 
tug at the time.

U. 8. IRon-cLAC MIANTONOMOH, AT SEA, VINE-} 


YARD SouND, January 4, 1870. ) 
Commander R. W. Shufeldt, U. S. N., commanding U. 8S. Iron-clad 
Miantonomoh. 


Srp: I beg leave to report the Joss of the U. 8. steam 
tug Maria, temporarily under my command, by col- 
lision with the Miantonomoh, while convoying her to 
Boston. 

The circumstances are as follows: At three o’clock A. 
M., Jan. 4th, both vessels were steering toward Gay Head, 
going about seven knots, the Maria being a couple of 
cable-lengths astern. The machinist, acting as engi- 
neer of the watch, reported to me that the feed pipe, sub- 
sequently ascertained to be the blow-pipe and blow-valve, 
had burst. By my direction he at once put on all steam, 
and we whistled to the Miantonomoh, and came up with 
her. I hailed her and stated the accident, and requested 
that she would go‘slow for us. The Maria was 
pitching and rolling heavily and quickly, and the engi- 
neer stated that smooth water was necessary to effect 
repairs. For this purpose the coast pilot advised ‘Tar- 
paulin Cove as shelter, lying on our course and about 
twelve miles from us. Consulting with the engineer, I 
ran on at good speed, in orderto employ all obtainable 
steam to the best advantage. The Maria thus left the 
iron-clad a considerable distance behind, till, finding 
that the distance increased rapidly, I slowed the engine. 
In a few minutes the iron-clad appeared to have stopped, 
and, fearing she had met with some accident, I headed 
the Maria round, in order to go to her assistance before 
the tug-boat’s steam should be exhausted. We stood 
towards her, perhaps half a mile, and brought her more 
plainly in sight, when the coast pilot informed me that 
in his opinion she was still standing for Gay Head. I 
then directed him to put the Maria on her course, and 
he put the helm a-starboard. At this time, however, 
the steam was going down so rapidly that her headway 
was inconsiderable, and she minded her helm slowly. 
The Miantonomoh was now coming toward us, appear- 
ing to have yawed from her former course. I sent word 
to the engineer to go faster, and a moment afterward 





ran to the engine-room door and ordered him to put on 
all steam. He said that she was already doing the best 
she could. We lay thus in the trough of the sea, moy- 
ing slowly with the helm a-starboard, when the iron- 
clad struck us square on the starboard side, a little abaft 
the engine room. The crash was not very heavy, and I 
ordered the boat to be cleared away. There was not 
time for this, however, and the crew sprang on the iron- 





clad’s bows by twos and threes, as she butted into us 
again and again with the heave of the sea. Finding the 
Maria to be sinking by the stern, I jumped on board 
the iron-clad, and had hardly got a foothold when the 
Maria disappeared stern foremost. From the first crash 
till her disappearence, I think it was not over thirty sec- 
onds. Everybody was saved on the Miantonomoh’s bows 
except these four, viz.: Edward Coles and James Cum- 





mings, firemen ; John Burns, oiler, who is supposed to 
have been crushed by the shock ¢ and a man employed 
as cook for the trip, whose name no one of the survivors 
knows, and who probably went down in the galley. 
The names of those saved are as follows: Marston 
Niles, lieutenant-commander ; John Bleecker, ensign ; 
Hugh Jones and Charles Duvall, Navy-yard pilots; Ab- 
ner Cutler, coast pilot; Abraham Brown and Samuel 
Smithurst, machinists; Edward Griffiths and John 
Hughes, firemen ; James Fleming, Edward Collins, and 
Thomas Fianaghan, deck hands. 

I beg leave to add that, inmy opinion, no blame can 
be attatched to the officers of the Miantonomcoh.

FOREIGN MILITARY MATTERS. 


THe “father” of Les Invalides has just died at the 
ripe old age of ninety. M. Bonardel of the carbiniers 
left the service about half a century ago, commenced his 
career in the armies of the Republic, and continued 
campaigning throughout the duration of the First Em- 
pire. At Waterloo, Bonardel, who had behaved with 
great gallantry and was covered with wounds, was pre- 
sented to the Emperor, who, taking the cross of the 
Legion of Honor from his breast, attached it to that of 
the hero who has at last gone to join his old captain. 


THE French War Minister has addressed the follow- 
ing order to generals in command of military divisions: 
“Paris, December 24th. General : I have been consulted 
on the question as to whether a military man can be- 
long to the board of directors of a commercial or finan- 
cial company. Such a body must be considered as en- 
gaged in commercial business, and militury traditions 
interdict members of the army from engaging in such 
pursuits. A soldier, in fact, should never be exposed 
to the risk of bankruptcy and the consequences which 
it involves. In consequence, the answer to the ques- 
tion must be in the negative. General LE Baur.” 


THE Goloss of St. Petersburg says that although the 
regulated establishment of the Russian army, when on 
a war footing, is 425,000 men, the reserve of soldiers on 
furlough amounts to 550,000 men,so that in case of 
war the Government would have at its disposal an ex- 
tra force of 125,000 veteran soldiers. This extraordi- 
nary force, the Goloss thinks, must necessarily increase 
from year to year, owing to the recent adoption of a reg- 
ular system of recruiting. ‘ Thusthe number of men 
actually under arms is constantly diminishing in time 
of peace, and the reserve of soldiers on furlough is con- 
stantly increasing for employment in case of war.” 


THE Pontifical garrison was reviewed in the grounds 
of the Villa Borghese on the 15th of December. The 
Roman correspondent of the Morning Post says: “ The 
troops defiled before the general staff in the following 
order: Six platoons of foot gendarmes,four ditto of 
squadiglieri, one squadron horse gendarmes—very fine 
looking men—one battalion of foot artillery, one com- 
pany of engineers, two platoons indigenous chasseurs, 
five battalions Zouaves; the Irish company came in 
the rear of the fourth battalion ; three battalions of the 
line, indigenous; two battalions of riflemen, chiefly 
Swiss; one battalion of the Antibes Legion, chiefly 
French ; four squadrons of dragoons, indigenous and 
foreign ; one mountain battery, rifled gunscarried by 
mules ; two field batteries, each of six rifled gnns; two 
hospital vans, with surgeons and chaplains inside ; two 
platoons of hospital attendants. The principal and, 
indeed, only novelty in this military display was the ap- 
pearance in the van of the Pope’s brigand-hunti 
troops, called squadiglieri. Their proper title, ind 
is that of ‘auxiliary gendarmes,’ as their officers and 
sub-officers all belong to the latter corps, which, judg- 
ing by the decorations displayed on their breasts, must 
have been the most efficient in defending the throne of 
St. Peter ; for never did Waterloo heroes or Indian and 
Crimean veterans march under such an amount of hon- 
orary distinction. Asto Generals Kanzler, Zuppi, and 
De Courten, they formed a complete blaze of onlin, and 
they were followed by a very brilliant staff of foreign 
and indigenous officers, among whom was a martial 
figure in Highlani uniform.” The 27th of December 
being the fete day of the Pope, the officers of the Ponti- 
fical army presented their congratulations to his Holi- 
ness, and expressed their fidelity and devotion to his: 

rson. The Pope, in reply to an address of General 

anzler, expressed his confidence that the Gicumenical 
Council would dissipate darkness and give to the world 
peace and prosperity. He attacked the argument of 
those who maintain that the Pope should have no army 
because Christ had none. 











GREAT efforts have recently been made to remove the 
inequalities in the depth of the Suez Canal. Between Port 
Said and Ismailia this work has been successfally com- 

leted. Then between Ismailia and Suez the coe rock 
has been reduced 70 centimetres in a fortnight ; in other 
words, that part of the canal is 70 centimetres deeper 
than it was at the time of the inauguration, and the 
entire removal is confidently looked forward to towards 
the end of January.

Firtn Reaiment.—On Tuesday evening last Company F, 
while actively engaged in drill at the regimental armory, 
were pleasantly treated to a masquerade ‘‘ surprise’’ by its 
lady friends.

C. Booth, on behalf of the company, 
as a reward for regular attendance to duty during the past 
year. An elegant framed photograph of the recipient was 
presented to Sergeant A. Jameson by Mr. Jenkins for like 
services. 

GENERAL LigpENAv’s Report.—We continue our synopsis 
of the interesting report of Brigadier-General J. H. Liebenau, 
late acting inspector-general, on the condition of the First 
and Second divisions, at the inspection previous to last. 

First regiment does not come in for a very favorable notice, but its 
improvement has been so general since this report was written 
that we refain from noting the remarks on the condition of the com- 
mand. The books and papers at headquarters are reported “in 
good order and correct.”” Company A, “no descriptive book—order 
book not complete ;” B, “fair order; C, D, and E, “no books 
submitted ;’’ F, “ order book fair—no descriptive book ;” G, “no 
books submitted;” H, I, and K, “ vacant letters.” The report 
states that “ the regiment has 400 Springfield muskets in good order, 
and properly cared for. It has nothing from the State, save arms 
and equipments.” Armory “smell” and “in good order.” 

Seventh regiment receives just praise for its inspection and review. 
“The men were steady, and marched well; and in the passing review 
the officers, with one exception, saluted properly; the alignments 
and distances well observed in wheeling from column into line. In 
the closing review, some distance was left (?) in the left wing. This 
is a fault which always occurs in a review, and is one which 
commandants should give more attention to.” In closing this por, 
tion of the remarks on this regiment, the report says that the 
Seventh are “so completely organized, armed, and equipped as to 
be ready at all times to discharge any duty the State may call upon 
it to perform.” ‘The regimental headquarter books and papers are 
reported in “ fine order, especially so the roster and mornirg report 
books.”” The company books are thus noted: Company A, “in 
good order;” B, “only descriptive book—no order book;” C, 
**good order;”? D, E, and F, “only descriptive book—no order 
book;’? G and H, “‘ good order; I, “only descriptive book—no 
order book;”’ K, “‘in fine order, and very compiete,” 

Sergeant Houghton, of Company K, the report says, “ deserves 
great credit for the manner in which he keeps his books and pa- 
pers.” Of the armory, etc., the report states that “the regiment 
has 1,000 Springfield mnsFets, allin good order and properiy cared 
for.’ The armory is noted as in “ good order.” 

Eighth regiment receivesa good word. The report states that 
“the review was well performed in most particulars. In the stand- 
ing review the men were steady and well aligned.” The marching 
good and distance “well observed.” The oflicers, with but one 
exception, are reported as saluting “‘ properly.” ‘The report further 
stutes that ‘‘the regiment made a fine appearance, and shows a 
good state of discipline,” and that “so good a regiment as this 
should not want anything within the power of the State to pro- 
vide.” The report gives anything but a favorable account as to the 
condition of the books and papers of the regiment. It says: 
* Found the adjutant present—no field officer ; found only an order 
book, which was not correctly kept; was informed by the adjutant 
no books were kept at regimental headquarters (meaning the armo- 
ry, we presume.—Ed.). No company books were submitted, and I 
am compelled to say that I found the executive portion of this regi- 
ment in the worst condition of any in the division.” We trust the 
Eighth will have a better report for the year 1869. 

Ninth regiment receives, as it deserves, a very good notice. The 
review, it says, was “‘ well executed in every particular,” and in the 
standing review “the men were as steady as statues.’’ Jt further 
says that “ the alignments of officers and men were perfect, while 
the rank of file-closers were as steady and attentive as the front 
rank.” The inspector says that he noticed this “ latter fact because 
80 few oflicers are careful to instruct sergeants in this portion of 
their duties, and consequently it is not of en that a reviewing officer 
has the pleasure of being received in the rear of a command with 
the respect he is entitled to; this, in the cise of this regiment, was 
a noticeable feature.” The Ninth receives the palm of giving the 
“best review of any yet witnessed’ by the inspector-general. The 
colonel commanding, Brevet Brigadier-General Wilcox, is noted as 
“*a zealous, hardworking, and efficient officer; and in his efforts to 
make his command second to none is ably aided and sustained by 
hia associate field, as well as his company oflicers.” The regimental 
headquarter books are reported a3 iu ‘' good order and correct.” 
Company books as follows: A, “ good or:ler and correct ;” B, “ not 
in good orver;” C, “no books submitted ;” D, “not in good or- 
der; E, “in good order and correect;” F, “ order book not cor- 
rect—descriptive book good;’ Gand H, “ good;” and I and (K), 
“fair.” The report says the arms (Springfield muskets) “are in 
good order and properly kept,” and that the armory “is large 
enough for the regiment, and in the very best order.” 

Thirty-seventh regiment, the report properly states, ‘has for the 
past two or three years passed through trouble enough to have 
entirely broken it up, and the wonder is that it exists at all.” We 
fully agree with this portion of the report, and although the report 
argues well for a change of this order of things under its then new 
commander (Leggett), still we have not observed them, and even at 
the present time the same want of discipline exists; but another 
new commander has just been elected, and we still have hope for 
the regiment. The headquarter books and papers, the report says, 
Were in “fine order and very complete,” and great credit is due 
(late) Adjutant Patrick for the manner in which he has brought 
order from the chaos in which he found these matters.” The com- 


pany books are thus reported: A, B, C, and D, “in good order ; 
E, “no book submitted;” F, “vacant; G, H, and K, “ good 
order.” The armory and muskets are reported in “ good order, and 
Properly cared for.” 





Fifty-fifth regiment, the report does not speak well of, but as at that 
time It was under a commander (Le Gal) who took little or no in- 
terest in the regiment, and whom the report justly censures, we do 
not think it worth while quoting that portion of the report. The 
Fifty-fifth has received new life during the past year, and its gen- 
eral efficiency and improvement have been wonderful, for all of 
which its present commander, Uolonel Allen, deserves great praise. 
The report says that the regimental headquarter books were in 
“ fair order ;” and of the company books gives the following record , 
Company A, “no books submitted ;” B, “not correct;” O, “ fair 
order ;” D, E, and F, *‘ not correct ;’? Gand H, “ fair.’’ The armory 
is reported as “too small, but very neat andin good order;” also 
the 600 Springfield muskets. The Third brigade headquarter books 
and papers are reported as “‘ correctly kept, and quite complete.” 
Brigadier-General Varian and Brevet Colonel Wentworth receive 
thanks in the report “ for courtesies extended and aid rendered ” in 
the discharge of the inspector’s duties. 

Fourth regiment, now disbanded, naturally does not receive a very 
flattering notice in the report; we, therefore, omit the comments’ 
merely stating that the headquarter books were found “ in good or- 
der and correct,” and those of Company B in “fair order,” the other 
companies “ not correct.”’ 

Sizxty-ninth regiment at its review comes in for a favorable com- 
ment. The report states that “the review was well conducted in 
every particular by the lieutenant-colonel in command,” and in the 
open review “the men stood steady and the ranks were well 
aligned ; the marching very good, a careful attention to distance ob- 
served, and the wheeling from column into line well executed, with 
less interval occurring than in the case of mostof the regiments thus 
far inspected.” It further states “‘ that the regiment is under good 
discipline and is well officered, with but,few exceptions.” The regi- 
mental headquarter books are noted as in “only fair order,” and 
those of the companies as follows: A, “no books submitted ;” B 
“ letter vacant ;” CO, “ descriptive book not correct, no order book ;’. 
D, “no books ;” E, F, G, ‘no books submitted ;” H, ‘‘no books ;’ 
Iand K, “no books submitted.” This portion of the report speaks 
badly for the regiment and its officers. 

Eleventh regiment, the report gives a favorable account of. ‘“ The 
review was well conducted in every particular; ranks well aligned, 
marching good, distance well preserved, and nearly every officer sa- 
luting properly.” In speaking of the men the report states they 
gave evidence, by their attention and steadiness, of a careful train- 
ing by their officers in the school of the soldier and battalion. 
* The discipline of the regiment is not surpassed by that of any 
otherin the division; and, indeed, where everything was so well 
done, little is left to be said.” This is a glowing notice of an excel- 
lentcommand, The regimental headquarter book and papers are 
reported “in fair order, but not as complete as they should be.” 
The company books are thus noted: A, B, C, and D, “no books 
submitted ;” E, “ fair;” F, “good,” G, H, ‘no books submitted ;” 
I, “never received any books ;” K,“‘ no books submitted.” ‘The ar- 
mory is reported “in good order, but not large enough,” and as hav- 
ing “300 Springfield muskets properly cared for.” 

Twenty-second regiment is highly commended on its appearance at 
review. “The review was well conducted, alignments and dis- 
tances well preserved, men steady, and officers careful in their posi- 
tions. The marching was good, distances carefully preserved and 
the salutes of the officers correct, and in some instances graceful.” 
At the close of this portion of the report it is said that the regimen; 
is ina “ splendid state of discipline and shows careful training on the 
part of the officers as well as attention on the part of the men.” The 
regimental headquarter books are reported in “ fine order and correct 
in every particular.” The company books are thus noted: A, B,C, 
D, E, “ good order ;”’ F, “ no descriptive book, order book correct ;”’ 
Hand I, “no order book, descriptive book correct.” ‘* The regi- 
ment,” the report continues, “has one of the very best of armories 
in the division, and is in every manner adapted to the wants of the 
command; it is kept in fine order; it has 600 Springfield muskets 
just issued, which are in good order.” 

Seventy-ninth regiment receives favorable notice in the report, and 
the review is spoken of as “well conducted, alignments and dis- 
tances well preserved, men steady, and officers, with one exception, 
saluted properly.”” The regimental headquarter books are noted as 
“not correct or in good order.”” The company books as follows: 
A, “descriptive book not correct, no order book ;” B, “‘no books 
submitted ;” C, “order book not correct, no descriptive book ;’’ D, 
** descriptive book not correct, no order book ;” E, “not in good or- 
der;” F, “ no books ;” G, “not correct ;” H, “no books.” The ar- 
mory is reported in “good order and properly cared for,” likewise 
the 300 Springfield muskets. : 

We shall conclude this report at some future time, and take up its 
remarks on the cavalry brigade and the Second division. As very 
few of these books have been issued we deem this the only method 
of bringing these reports before these regiments.

OTHER STATES. 

Connecticut.—A Test Case—The Liability of a Mili- 
tiaman.—An important Militia case was recently tried in 
Hartford. The plaintiff was Captain H. P. Barton, the com- 
mandant of the Governor’s Foot Guard, and the defendant 
A. W. Sawtelle, a member of the same organization. The 


following is a summary of the case: 


The plaintiff brought suit to recover certain fines against the de- 
fendant, incurred for non-attendance at parades, drills, etc., while a 
member of the organization. ‘The defence was that before the s 
had accrued the detendant had ceased to be a member of the com- 
pany by having handed in his resignation, having served as a mem- 

er for more than five years, which is the term of enlistment into 
the National Guard, and that he could not legally be held beyond 
that term inthe Foot Guard. The plaintiff claimed that the Gov- 
ernor’s Guard, though a part of the Militia of the State, was yet a 
part organized by itself, with its own peculiar laws, differing in 
many respects from the laws applicable to the ordinary Militia ; 
that the term of enlistment into the Governor's Guard was formerly 
till the age of exemption from all military duty at the age of forty- 
five years, which term still remained unchanged ; that the present 
general law, applicable to the ordinary Militia, which inaugurates a 
term of enlistment into the active Militia called the National Guard 
for a term of five years, was restricted to that organizatios, an 
wholly inapplicable to the Governor’s Guard, and that the resigna- 
tion of a private from a Militia company was an abs’ ty un 
cedented and illegal. Roger Welles, Esq., appeared for the p! 
tiff, and C. KE. Perkins, Esq., for the defendant, and the decision was 
by Justice Merrillin favor of the plaintiff, with costs. The fine 
amounted to $8 50, and the costs $21 78; total $30 28, which Mr. 
Sawtelle will have to pay. 

The case will probably be appealed. 


State Headquarters ——An order has been issued by Adju- 
tant-General Merwin, for the reassembling of the Board of 
Examiners of the Connecticut National Guard, to give an- 
other trial to those officers unable to pass last summer. Gen- 
erals Harland, of Norwich, and Greeley, of New Haven, and 
Major Johnson, of Norwich, compose the board. They will 
meet at the State House, Hartford, February 24th. There 
are between thirty and forty persons who were unable to pass 
at the last examination. 

MaryLanp.—We have frequently had occasion to com- 
ment on the unmilitary method which is pursued at the 
headquarters of this State. The Wilmington, Del., Commer- 
cial, in alluding to Adjutant-General Bier’s recently pub- 
lished report, says forcibly, if not elegantly : 


The Adjutant General of Maryland euggests a new Militia law, 
which provides for three honorable orders—*‘ The Order of Merit,’ 
“The Order of Perfection,” and “The Legion of Honor.” It also 
provides that certificates of service for one, three, and five years 
shall exempt the holders thereof from jury duty for three, five, and 
ten years respectively. This is an excellent provision, and should 
be made to go further. Any man who is ass enough to be mixed 
up with this tomfoolery ought to be exempt from jury duty all his 
life, on the ground of mental imbecility. 


We are inclined to infer that if the affairs of the National 
Guard are thus managed by Adjutant-General Bier, it will 
eventually be of little account, and military discipline per- 
fectly useless. 

Ruope IstaAnp.—Colonel John Ware Powell, the efficient 
commander of the Newport Artillery, has tendered his resig- 
nation, being about making a tour in Europe with the inten- 
tion of remaining abroad several years. Colonel Powell is 
not only a good officer, but a favorite with the members of 
the command; they have therefore, by a unanimous vote, 
urged him to reconsider his determination, and receive a 
furlough instead. The Newport Artillery is a veteran organ- 
ization, generally acting as intantry, in which latter arm of 
We were greatly pleased at its 
appearance when it acted as an escort to Company G, 
Seventy-first regiment, on its excursionlast summer. It gave 
evidence of careful instruction and general efficiency, e:p3- 
cially in the manual—the fixing and unfixing of bayonets 
being apparently 2 specialty with the command.
